HUNTING 
FOR 
AN AEROLITE. 


P r o fe s s o r E m e r ic k ’s L u n g S e a r c h h i m ! H I h 
A c c id e n ta l S u c c e s s . 
The finding of the great aerolite which 
was seen by m any persons in Independence 
township, W ashington county, Pa., on the 
night of September 14th, is told at length 
by the Pittsburg Dispatch. 
About a m onth 
after the aerolite was seen and was said to 
have fallen, Professor Jonathan Emerick, 
ol W illiam and Mary College, began search­ 
ing for it. 
His search led him into Butler 
county, then into Alleghany, and, although 
he decided that if the stone fell anyw here 
it m ust have been near Clayville, he exam ­ 
ined very m inutely all that region of coun­ 
try lying contiguous to Clayville, extend­ 
ing his his researches north and south of 
that point for about six miles, and also 
spent some tim e in wandering through that 
part of West Virginia lying adjacent to 
W ashington county. On the 15th of this 
m onth the savant was rewarded by finding 
the huge stone 011 the farm of Frederick 
Miller, about two m iles north of Clays- 
ville. 
It was lying at the base of a high 
hill, which is heavily timbered w ith oak. 
and was deeply imbedded in the soil and 
almost concealed from view by tlie dead 
leaves the wind had blown over it. The 
discovery was only an accidental occur­ 
rence. The Professor being well acquainted 
with the geological strata of W estern Penn­ 
sylvania, was engaged in locating a well 
for the Claysville Oil Company, and in the 
discharge of this duty stum bled on the 
spot where the imm ense aerolite lay. 
It 
required three men several days to unearth 
the monster. 
It had penetrated the earth 
until it came in contact with a stratum of 
limestone, when this sudden check of its 
fearful velocity caused it to break into 
m any pieces of all sizes and shapes, yet 
when the earth was removed from around 
it, it still preserved its original shape, so 
that the Professor was enabled to have a 
photograph m ade of it,«nil it only fell to 
pieces when the specim en-hunters tackled 
it. 
Professor Emerick states that there are 
only eighteen well authenticated cases in 
which aerolites have fallen in the U nited 
States during the last sixty years. Besides 
these there are 201 the date of whose fall is 
reasonably well determined. 
There are 
also seventy-four instances of aerolites in 
which the date of fall is not given authori­ 
tatively. 
Add to these eighty-six masses, 
which, from their peculiar composition, 
are believed to be aerolites, though the 
date of their fall is not ascertainable, and 
we find the entire num ber of aerolites 
which have fallen to be about 430. 
Professor Em erick says this stone will 
weigh perhaps 200 tons, being considerably 
heavier than the aggregate weight of ail 
which have heretofore fallen. On an ana­ 
lysis it was ascertained that there was in its 
composition chromium , nickel, alum ini­ 
um. copper, magnesium, tin and other 
m etals and metalloids. 
It contained 87 per 
cent, of iron which may he readily worked. 
This indicates that the stone is not of ter­ 
restrial origin, for while iron ores are 
abundant iu nature, iron in the metallic 
state is exceedingly rare. 
It also contains 
in a small quantity a substance called 
schreibersite, a composition which 
has 
never been found except in aerolites. 
Its 
specific gravity is 7.412. about twice that of 
the Guernsey (Ohio) aerolite, which fell 
011 the 1st of May, I860. The elevation of 
the aerolite was computed to be about fifty- 
two miles above the earth's surface, aud 
its path was nearly horizontal. The length 
of its visible path was about 150 miles, and 
it moved from northeast to northw est. The 
tim e of its flight was estimated between 
five and ten seconds, indicating a velocity 
of not less than fifteen or twenty miles per 
second.— Commercial Gazette.

One not dissimilar, though vastly 
more absurd, of the finding of two living 
bats imbedded in a solid lum p of bitum in­ 
ous coal from a coal m ine in M aryland is 
now going the rounds, and will probably 
not rest till the press from M aine to Cali­ 
fornia has given publication to it. There 
was said to have been no crevice adm itting 
the entrance of these wonderful bats, and 
that there was a clearly formed impression 
left by them . 
The inference—no, the only 
“ conclusion "—is that these hoary chirop- 
terans are living rem nants of the coal- 
form ing age. 
It was not long ago that just 
such a story was told of an ancient toad in 
another coal m ine, only this tim e the car­ 
boniferous batracbian had become, as was 
naturally expected, very m uch desiccated. 
It is very strange with" w hat persistence 
such m yths and fables retain their hold on 
popular credence. 
Men of high intelli­ 
gence will aver their belief in petrified 
hum an bodies, and we have known a 
shrew d business man to exhibit w hat he 
firmly believed was a large mass of fossil 
buffalo flesh, sinews, muscles, blood and 
all. 
W hat m ore natural thing could there 
be than the finding o f a toad or bat, dead, 
hibernating or active, in the crevices of a 
coal m ine? and yet, doubtless, to one 
whoilv unacquainted w ith geological and 
zoological principles, a carboniferous fossil 
fish oriivingbat seems equally inexplicable 
and wonderful. Such fanciful flights of 
im agination m ight pass unnoticed were 
they not so industriously circulated in th e 
colum ns of even the highest class of metro­ 
polita!} aewspapcrs.-rtSncnce.

U nion as a fellow-craftsman in good stand­ 
ing. 
The report of the special committee 
on the use of plate m atter was approved. 
The report recommends that the Executive 
Council endeavor to unionize all firms 
m anufacturing plates, and that all non­ 
union firms be published ; that the local 
Unions be tequir d to interdict the use of 
plates where a redaction of the working 
force will ensue.

THE RIOTS IN IRELAND.

B elfast, Ju n e 11th.—The 
Associated 
Press reporter detailed to remain on the 
scene ot the riots, at 5 o’clock this m orning 
reported as follows : •• 1 remained among 
the rioters all night. The greatest damage 
in the wav of wrecking and looting was 
done along the Shank H ill and Corn roads. 
The mobs were composed ol the lowest 
ruffians. 
The bayonets of the police liad 
no terror for them , and in m any cases I saw 
the mob, in overwhelming numbers, press 
up against the bayonets of the police and 
drive them back. The only instances in 
which the police drove the mob at all. so 
far as I eould observe, were those in which 
the officers in compact line fired, at close 
range, rapid volleys of buckshot. 
These 
the rioters eould not stand against, and 
they were driven b ack ; but even under 
such a galling fire the rioters would drop to 
the pavem ents and rush > pon the police 
while 
they 
were 
reloading. 
It 
is 
impossible to 
describe 
the 
state 
of 
terror 
under 
which 
the 
respect­ 
able Catholic people 
of 
Bel tipst 
are 
now living in consequence of the prevalent 
anarchy of bigotry. 
The bravest of them 
hardly ilare venture out of doors in day­ 
light even. 
1 know that scores of people 
were shot during last night's riots. 
1 saw- 
ten taken to the hospitals this m orning. It 
is feared that every funeral of a victim of 
the riots may provoke fresh rioting. Fight­ 
ing of this "kind in such close range as to 
be practically 
hand-to-hand 
continued 
until 2 o'clock this m orning. 
W hen day 
light began to dawn, so m any of the rioters 
had disappeared as to leave the mob in in­ 
sufficient strength to longer cope w ith the 
armed police, who succeeded in dispersing 
it. 
My observation shows that the mob 
last night was composed of the very scum 
of Belfast. 
I saw members ot it throw 
heavv stones, weighing fifteen and twenty 
pounds, 
1 even saw the fiends hurling 
rocks at gallant firemen who were im peril­ 
ing their lives in attem pts to save dwellings 
from destruction by incendiary fires, and 
helpless inm ates from horrible deaths. 
If 
anything else were wanting to prove the 
character of the mob. it could be furnished 
by the dozens of ruffians I saw during the 
night sneaking away from the wrecked 
and burning buildings laden down with 
loot.”

B e l f a s t, June l l t l i —The rioting last 
night was less dlsas:rous than on W ednes­ 
day. 
After their day's labor had ended, 
thousands of w orkingm en gathered in the 
vicinity of the Bower Hill police station. 
They execrated the police, and cried out, 
•• W e will have ten lives for every one of 
those m urdered.” The county poliee were 
then w ithdraw n, and some well-known 
local Constables were sent to reason w ith 
the mob. 
The latter demanded the w ith­ 
drawal of all the police. Archbishop Levre 
and several Presbyterian clergymen, after 
this, im plored the mob to disperse. 
Their 
addresses proved altogether useless, and 
even while the clergymen were speaking 
the rioters kept up desultory stone-throw­ 
ing at the police. 
One stone struck a 
divine squarely in the face, and hurt him 
severely. Captain Lestrunge, the resident 
magistrate, who was present to counsel 
order, was 


STRUCK BY A BRICKBAT 
On the head. 
W hen the preachers ceased, 
the mob surged to the gate of the barracks 
and defied the police to come out and take 
a square fight. 
Things went on iu this 
way until about 10 o'clock, when 
two 
troops of dragoons galloped up. 
They 
were followed by 3u0 infantry. These men 
had been under arm s eleven hours. The 
mob was for a m om ent powerless with 
surprise, and dispersed. The runaways 
soon, however, became ashamed of them ­ 
selves, and returned to the scene, w arm lv 
cheering the soldiers. The latter had taken 


c o m p l e t e p o s s e s s io n o r t h e s t r e e t s 
A round the barracks, and cordoned them 
effectively. The mob, realizing the im ­ 
pregnability of the police position, now de­ 
parted in "sections, cursing the Pope, de­ 
nouncing home rule and singing ” The 
Orange 
Lilv ” 
and 
1 Rule B ritannia.” 
W hile all this was going on at the Bowers 
Hill barracks, a mob had taken possession 
of York street. They first concerted in 
front of a wine store kept by a Catholic 
nam ed McKenna. The building was soon 
seized and wrecked, and ail of M cKenna’s 
stock of wines was emptied in the street. 
This mob then proceeded to McCloskey’s 
tavern, but the police had taken w arning 
and got there first. 


A SET FIGHT 
Took place, which was waged with des­ 
peration on both sides. The police fired 
tw enty-six rounds of buckshot 
at the 
rioters, but the mob finally drove them 
away and smashed McGloskey’s tavern to 
pieces, distributing the inn’s liquors to all 
who would drink or carry the liquor away. 
Several of the rioters were wounded in 
this fight, and were left helpless in the 
street by their comrades, who, maddened 
with liquor and excitem ent, rushed to the 
work of 
WRECK AND PILLA G E. 
A nutnberof taverns weredestroyed, and 
all of their stocks of wines, whisky and 
beer thrown out to the crowd in the streets, 
who drank it ravenously, or carried it 
away in 
jugs 
and 
buckets. 
In the 
latter work scores of women and chil­ 
dren were 
engaged 
all 
the tim e the 
rioting lasted. 
Towards m idnight 
the 
mob, after having wrecked and looted 
all the taverns in the vicinity, returned to 
McCloskey’s and set it on fire. The glare 
attracted the police, who reformed and 
marched down there to put out the fire 
and save the town from a conflagration. 
They had to fight for every foot of the way 
thev made. 
At times, when the flames 
flared high, the sight of uniformed officers 
scattered among the mob tilling the street 
from house to house, each officer 


FIG H TIN G ON H IS OWN ACCOUNT, 
And all in the same direction, every man 
shouting or cursing, women and children 
at the windows shrieking and gesticulating, 
was terrible. 
Finally the police got to­ 
gether and carried on their battle with 
buckshot. 
This eventually scattered the 
mob, and the fire at MeCloskey’s was put 
out before it could extend. McCloskev and 
his family, and a num ber of his Catholic 
iteighbi 'Us. were rescued from the fury of 
the mob by an Orangeman, who took them 
to his house and there gave them safe 
refuge.

R o b u s t A m e r ic a n W o m e n . 
Some years ago, says the New York Bun, 
a young’woman rather coveted an appear­ 
ance of delicate health, as an evidence of 
refinement, and associated fresh and bloom­ 
ing cheeks and a vigorous appetite w ith a 
dairym aid style of beauty that seemed to 
her coarse or iuelegant. She was taught to 
look on little hysterical fears and trem ors 
as prettily fem inine,and, of all things, she 
most dreaded to be regarded as a tomboy or 
a hoyden. She m ight dance all night in 
a tight and long gown, but she m ust 
avoid the outdoor sports enjoved by her 
brothers, and stand in m ortal terror of 
cows anil mice. Therefore it happened that 
the typical American girl of those days was 
a thin and nervous creature, beside whom 
her English sister seemed full and rugged. 
She was a pretty but a fragile specimen of 
her sex, whose good looks were likely to be 
soon replaced by the lines of chrjiiic ill 
health, or destroyed by the cares of m other­ 
hood. 
B ut all that has changed since the time 
when Dio Lewis began to preach his doc­ 
trine of w hat he called physical culture.

First, eroqnet took them out 
upon the lawns, and then tennis, and m ean­ 
tim e they learned to row, to ride, to drive, to 
practice archery, to take long tram ps and 
to endure exposure, so that it has come to 
pass that girls, like boys, are ashamed to 
be unequal to vigorous physical exercise. 
They wunt to be healthy and strong, and 
mice and cows no longer terrify them as of 
old. 
The result is that the well-trained Am er­ 
ican girls who are now approaching m a­ 
turity, or who are already in the first 
flash of womanhood, are distinguished for 
the sym m etry and beauty of their physical 
development. Their lungs are stronger 
and their voices better than those of the 
women who preceded them . The race has 
grown taller and far handsom er, so that 
now we can say without boasting that the 
handsomest types of their sex anyw here to 
lie found are ihe young A m erican girls of 
to-day. 
Of course Dio Lewis only helped to bring 
about this happy result, for m any causes 
contributed to it, but we accord him great 
praise for the part he tivik in inspiring our 
young women and their parents with en­ 
thusiasm for health and physical exercise.

P r i n t i n g M u s ic a s i t is P l a y e d . — A n 
apparatus invented by H erbert Frang, of 
Newburg, .Scotland, for printing music aa 
played, is described as very ingenious, and 
should be of considerable usefulness to the 
ready composer of music. 
This device 
when placed in 
electric com m unication 
with a pianoforte or other keyboard instru­ 
m ent, prints the music as it is being played. 
The m achine derives its motive force from 
powerful clockwork. 
W hen in m otion a 
band of paper is drawn through the m a­ 
chine, and during its passage is ruled w ith 
the staff lines, and passes under a num ber 
of sm all m arking wheels, which correspond 
to the keys of the pianoforte, and it is here 
that the "music is recorded. T he notation 
in which the m usic is recorded is not the 
ordinary one. 
W hen a note is depressed 
on tiie keyboard, which is in 'connection 
with the recording machine, the corre­ 
sponding wheel will begin to m ark, and 
the length of the line m ade will be in pro­ 
portion to the length of the note. Thus, 
if a line a quarter of an inch in length 
represents a quaver, a line an eighth of an 
inch will represent a sem i quaver, 
i'liis 
system of notation is easily translated into 
ordinary notation bv anyone who under­ 
stands ihe latter. 
Theconnection with th e 
keyboard is obtained by a pin fixed under 
each note, which dips into a sm all cup of 
m urcury. This arrangem ent in no way 
interferes w ith llie touch of the keyboard. 
—Ameritan Book-Maker. 


T a x in g t h e D e a d.—In a recent lei ture 
at the East by General M. M. T rum bull— 
who evidently is not a believer in the doc­ 
trine of protection—he saiil: “ In the reign 
of King Charles II. an Act was passed re­ 
quiring that the dead should be buried in 
shrouds m ade of wool. 
It was candidly 
said, as a reason for this law, that sheep 
husbandry should be encouraged and weav­ 
ers assisted iu their trade. The wool inter­ 
est demanded ’ protection.’ 
There was

law. The claim of it was courageous, like 
that of the highwaym an who, disclaiming 
to mask bis face, looks you m anfully in the 
eye and domautls your money. 
The trib­ 
ute was not even exacted in the nam e of 
revenue for the Government, but it was 
im pudently asserted that the * wool inter­ 
est’ wanted the inonev and should have it. 
This was a tax upon the dead, and it added 
to the horrors of dying, but a man could 
evade it by continuing to live. W ith us 
the case is diflerent. 
We are not so fortn- 
nate here in the reign of Grover i. as our 
ancestors were in the reign of Charles II. 
The only possible way for us to escape the 
wool tax is to die, and even then w e only 
shift the tax from wool to wood, and pay 
it on the bit of tim ber oat of which our 
coffins are m ade.” 


" T h e N ic k o f T im e . — A conesi .m l- 
ent in M ontana, telling of the forte m s 
discovery of silver mines, relates this inci­ 
dent: 
A prospector in New Mexico with 
Ihe honored nam e of John Quincy Adam s 
found his haversack on tire, his prospect­ 
or's glass having focussed the sun's rays on 
it.

FRESNO COUNTY. 


A MOST PROMISÍSG KEfTIOX OF 


THE SAN JOAQUIN VALLEV.

Fresno is the central count}’ of the San 
Joaquin valley, and lies between Merced 


0 :1 the north and Tulare on the south. It 
is third in area am ong the counties of the 
State, embracing w ithin its boundaries 
8.000 square miles, or 5,180,000 acres. Of 
this am ount 3.610 square miles, or 2,310.400 
acres are situated in the valley; and 4,180 
square miles, or 2,867,201) acres are in the 
m ountains and foothills of the Coast and 
Birrra Nevada ranges. 
Much of the latter 
is .-. ¿ (able for cultivation, and particularly 
well adapted to the growing of fruits. 
In 
the valley are about 450 square miles, or 
288.000 acres, of sw am p lands lying along 
the San Joaquin river and the sloughs com­ 
m unicating with it. A large portion of 
this 
can 
be 
reclaimed. 
Of 
the 
re­ 
m ainder of 
the land 
in 
the plain, 
all, w ith the exception o f a few 
nar­ 
row 
strips where alkali is prevalent, is 
excellent fur agriculture. Fifteen years 
ago this was one of the m ost uninviting 
parts of the great interior valley of Cali­ 
fornia ; but to-day, as a result of the use of 
water for irrigation, it ranks among the 
m ost productive, and is by far the best de­ 
veloped. A t that tim e the distance to 
water from the surface was front sixty to 
ninety feet; now it is from six to eighteen. 
Then the greatest cost of conducting a 
farm was found in supplying the necessary 
am ount of water to irrigate growing crops, 
the thirsty soil drinking it like a sponge. In 
the oldest irrigated districts it is not now 
necessary to irrigate orcnards and vi :c- 
yards more than once in a season ; in places 
n ot at all. 
As the substrata of those lands 
nearest the sources of w atersupply l>ecome 
thoroughly saturated a large part of that 
diverted from th e natural channels be­ 
comes available for m ore distant lands, and 
in tim e every acre of prairie land may he 
irrigated. 
W ATER SU PPL Y . 
Fresno county is am ply supplied with 
water to m ake the plain "blossom as the 
rose," two of the largest rivers of the val- 
Jev. as well as thp sm aller streams, flowing 
from the lofty Sierras Into the plain. 
Along the southern boundary of the county 
is Kings river, draining ati area of 1,855 
square miles in the m ountains of Tulare 
Riid Fresno counties, and supplying a num ­ 
ber of large irrigating canals in both coun­ 
ties. 
Flowing westward through the coun­ 
ty is the San Joaquin river, draining an 
u’rea of 1,630 square miles. This stream 
turns northward and empties into a tribu­ 
tary of the San Francisco bay. Smaller 
stream s are the Fresno river, with a cach- 
inent area of 260 square miles, and, near 
the northern line of the county, Chowchilla 
creek, with a drainage area of 303 square 
miles. 
The present average supply is sufficient to 
irrigate <100,000 acres of land, and during 
the latter part of spring and first of sum ­ 
mer, when the stream s are highest, there is 
enough to irrigate 1,750,000 under the pres­ 
ent system. But with a more perfect one, 
there is a sufficient quantity to thoroughly 
water all the lands of the valley portion of 
Fresno county. T he largest canal in the 
valley is diverted from the San Joaquin 
river, and extends in a northw esterly di­ 
rection through the valley a distance of 
sixty-seven miles, w atering large portions 
of Fresno and Merced counties. 
This ditch 
has a carrying capacity of 600 cubic feet of 
w ater per second. 
A shorter but larger 
one is that of the Fresno Canal and Irriga­ 
tion Company, which is one hundred feet 
in w idth on the bottom. There are num er­ 
ous sm all ditches. The precipitation in 
the m ountains, in the form of rain and 
snow, is large, but in the valley is usually 
light. 
However, an annual 
rainfall of 
eight to ten inches is sufficient to insure 
excellent crops. 


T H E MOUNTAINS. 
W ithin the lower foothills of the Sierra, 
as well as in the w arm er valleys of the 
Coast Itange, are large areas th at will ere 
long be famous for the cultivation of citrus 
and other fruits, for which no part of the 
State is better adapted, ¡lie soil being fer­ 
tile, the tem perature m ild and equable, and 
the atm osphere dry. T he quality of or­ 
anges, lemons and lim es now grown along 
the base o f the m ountains is excellent, and 
increased attention is being given to the 
industry. 
Undoubtedly the product of the 
citrus orchards w ill be im portant w ithin a 
few years. 
In the foothills is a vast area 
covered with w hite oak tim ber, and higher 
in the m ountains are extensive forests of 
fir, cedar and pine, from w hich large quan­ 
tities of lum ber are cut annually. In these 
m ountains are also large num bers of the 
famous big redwood trees. There is no 
valuable tim ber in the Coast Itange. The 
8ierra Nevada m ountains contain im portant 
m ineral deposits, and several gold mines 
are being worked at present. Coal and 
petroleum exist in the Coast Range, and 
in the western part of the county is the 
noted New Idria quicksilver m ine. At 
present a sm all part of the population of 
the county is in the m ountains, but they 
are capable of sustaining a greater num ber 
of people than now reside in all the coun­ 
ties of the San Joaquin valley, and when 
the resources of this large area are more 
fully developed will do so. 


T H E VALLEY 
¡Portion of the county was given up a l­ 
m ost wholly to the pasturage of slock until 
the completion of a line of railroad south­ 
ward through the San Joaquin plain from 
Stockton, which has since become a part of 
th e Central Pacific system. The first to 
plant fruit trees and vines on a large scale 
was F. T. Eisen, and, although his first at­ 
tem pt was only partly successful, it estab­ 
lished the fact that viticulture and fruit 
culture were destined to become the lead­ 
ing industries of the county, and that the 
less rem unerative business o f wheat-groiv- 
ing would be superseded by the cultivation 
oí the vine and fruit tree. The colony sys­ 
tem of selling and settliug land being 
found to work successfully, was continued, 
and is still in operation and being extended 
to other parts of Fresno as well as to differ­ 
ent counties in the valley. 
The progress that has been made since 
that tim e, and particularly during the last 
ten years, is wonderful. 
A wide, d ry ,tree­ 
less expanse has been converted into the 
m ost thoroughly-tilled portion of the south­ 
ern half of the'great interior basin of Cali­ 
fornia. 
Green alfalfa fields, vineyards and 
orchards succeed .each other as far as the 
eye can reach, and give to the land the ap ­ 
pearance of a perpetual spring. Comforta­ 
ble and even elegant homes are to be found1 
in the colonies, fronted by law ns and su r­ 
rounded by native and rare exotic plants, 
th e latter brought f.om all parts of th e 
world. 
Flowers are in blossom at all sea­ 
sons, and bloom in the open air when the 
East lies under a m antle of snow. In a 
single nursery near the city of Fresno are 
450 varieties of the rose, the queen of 
Mowers.

T he soils of Fresno, like those of other 
Ban Joaquin valley counties, vary consider­ 
ably. 
Along the base o f the Sierra Nevada 
the soil is of a clayey nature, reddish in 
color and interm ixed with fine gravel, and 
is well suited either for grain or fruit. 
W est of this, particularly iu the northern 
part of She county, is m ainly a «rich. sandy 
loam , readily tillable and very productive. 
T he surface stratum is usually deep, but a 
substratum of "hardpan" underlies it in a 
large part of the county. 
Occasionally 
this approaches within a few inclies.tif the 
t-urface. but ;s usually found si a depth of 
Several feet. In places it is hard and al­ 
m ost impervious to water, in which case, 
where irrigation is practiced regularly for 
a few years, the soil become; thoroughly 
saturated with m oisture. 
Thereafter a 
very sm all am ount of water is required 
each year for irrigation: and for al&Lfa. 
fru ittre e sa n d v in o s.it is necessary to he 
very guarded in the use of water, lest they 
receive too m uch. 
It is perhaps largely 
dne to the fact of this peculiar substratum 
th at the soil of Fresno irrigated districts 
became so soon filled with water. Usually 
th e hardpan is softer, resem bling a loose 
sandstone; through this the water seeps 
freely. 
In the central and southern pari 
of the county are large areas o f white, ashy 
land, which arc exceedingly fertile, and 
considered to be am ong the beet lauds for 
t! e cultivation of fruits. N earer the west­ 
ern side of the valley is a strip of land run­ 
ning north and south, in which deleterious 
salts, comm only known as alkali, exist in 
quantity. 
Bui west of this again is a re­ 
gion which has form erly been subject to 
overflow, and in which the soil is com­ 
posed m ainly of vegetable m old and fine 
silt, and for sm all crops is the richest soil 
in the valley. 
W est of this to the Coast 
range the soil is fertile, but is not irrigated, 
except in the northwestern part of the 


county. Iveing furthest removed iront the . 
sources of supply in the stream s issuing j 
from th e Sierras 
; 


T U E T tlC IT S GROW N. 
In quantity of fruit grown Frcsnostands 1 
first am ong the Sun Joaquin valley coun­ 
ties, and in quality is not excelled by any 
county in the State. 
Every variety of 
deciduous fruit grown on the Pacific coast 
thrives in Fresno. There are u few kinds 
that reach perfection only in a cool cli­ 
mate, and do best in the higher altitudes 
of the Sierra, whose lofty peaks rise into 
the regions of perpetual snow, and on 
whose western slopes cun he found every 
climate, front semi-frigid to semi-tropical. 
T he stone fruits are best adapted to the 
valley lands, such as peaches, apricots, 
nectarines, prunes, plum s, etc. 
Pears, tigs, 
and also several fruits unknow n in the 
States east of California, grow to perfection. 
A m ong the sm all fruits the most successful 
are the blackberry and strawberry, both of 
which ripen early and produce heavily. The 
least successful is the raspberry. The early 
com m encem ent and long continuance of 
the dry or sum m er season causes the 
trees to grow thriftily, to bear when very 
young, to yield heavily, and the fruit to 
ripen early. The fruitiiig season, in fact, 
begins in May and extends to the end of 
autum n, and som etim es later. 
All of the 
leading varieties of the different kinds of 
fruit are grown. 
A large area of land in 
the county is devoted to orchards, and large 
additions are m ade during every planting 
season. M any sm all colony lots of ten or 
tw enty acres each m ight he m entioned, 
which contain leading varieties of the dif­ 
ferent fruits and are thoroughly cultivated, 
that in favorable years return enormous 
incomes, when the sm all am ount invested 
is considered. 
But it is not the purpose 
to eite here the m axim um duty of fruit 
lands 
and 
leave the statem ents unex­ 
plained, to be accepted as m atters of 
regular occurrence. 
It is estim ated by 
fruit-growers that an 
orchard in 
full 
bearing will yield an average net profit of 
50 cents to Si per tree, 
in a warm clim ate 
like that of Fresno, where trees grow very 
thriftily, it is not advisable to plant more 
than 120 trees to the acre. 
At the yield 
per tree given the net returns per acre 
would be $60 to $120. 
This estim ate is for 
a series of years, and due allowance is made 
for occasional nartial failure of crops, vari­ 
ation in prices of fruit, etc. 
An orchard is 
com m only considered to be ill full bearing 
at five or six years of age, although the 
yield increases slightly for two or three 
years beyond that tim e. Trees three years 
old produce well, and frequently good 
yields are obtained from two-year-old trees. 
The drying and canning of fruits for m ar­ 
ket is destined to become an im portant 
branch of the fruit industry, and the pre­ 
pared article is now being shipped to all 
parts of the Union, and to foreign coun­ 
tries. W hen unfavorable years, fluctuation 
in m arket prices, ravages ot insect pests, 
and all other disadvantages are thoroughly 
weighed, fcuit-f rowing rem ains the most 
rem unerative pursuit for the Fresno county 
farmer. 
RAISIN-MAKING. 
As stated elsewhere in this article, the 
experim ent o f growing the grapevine in 
Fresno was m ade when irrigation canals 
were first constructed to carry water from 
the San Joaquin and Kings river through 
htrge canals out into the wide prairie. This 
first effort was not attended with complete 
success, but it dem onstrated the fact that 
the soil and clim ate were suitable for the 
viue, and the planting and cultivation of 
vineyards has continued steadily since that 
tim e. 
There is in the county a large acre­ 
age of wine grapes, the several varieties 
suitable for which grow and produce well. 
Several wine vineyards are very large, those 
of greatest area ranking respectively as 
follow s: 
Kohler, W est and M inturn vine­ 
yard, 030 acres; Barton vineyard, 560 acres; 
Eisen vineyard, 400 acres; Fresno V ine­ 
yard Com panyV. 400 acres; B utler vine­ 
yard, 380 acres; W olter vineyard, 360 aeres ; 
Eggers vineyard, 350 acres, anil a num ber of 
others containing 160 acres or less. Several of 
thesearedevoted largely to the cultivation of 
raisin grape vines, blit the greatest num ber 
of raisin vineyards are sm all places of ten 
or tw enty acres each in the colonies. 
It is 
a business well suited for such sm all places, 
and as the clim ate is suitable for the pro­ 
duction of an excellent article, it is always 
rem unerative when proper attention is 
given i t ; and better care can be given a 
sm all vineyard than a large one. 
T he 
vines produce heavily if allowed to, th at is. 
if they receive too m uch irrigation. Some 
varieties w ill produce ten or twelve tons of 
grapes to the acre, but the raisins are of 
finer quality if the vines are allowed to 
bear only half as m uch, being firmer and 
much sweeter. 
Fresno raisins have at­ 
tained a wide celebrity, and there is a 
growing dem and for 
them in Eastern 
m arkets, while on the Pacific coast they are 
rapidly replacing the imported article.

not show that in Kansas Prohibition is 
driving the whisky traffic to the wall. On 
the contrary, il seents to nourish and 
strengthen that trade. T he books of the 
United States Collector of Internal Rev­ 
enue show a m arked increase in the num ­ 
ber of stam ps issued to dealers in spirits 
fur the year ending April 30, 1886, over the 
previous year.

The Adams ¡ 
diggings, long celebrated in this region, are [ 
now the goal o f m ore than a dozen pros- ¡ 
pectors, sotue of whom are thought to lie j 
on a hot trail. They are thought to he sit­ 
uated som ewhere in Arizona, just -over 
the Mexico line, but where is the mystery. 
Adam s found them twenty years ago, and 
proved by m ore than eighteen years of 
persistent search that he was no dreamer. 
Year after year, as the old m an’s goings 
and comings became fam iliar to the peo­ 
ple, the conviction th at he was in search ui 
no m yth grew upon his acquaintances, and 
when he died, a little while ago, others 
took up the

A dam s was led to the deposit in 1806 by a 
party of Indians with whom lie was on 
good terms, and witli three or four friends 
ho worked the lode until they were driven 
oil' by hostiles.

The Mexicans have a legend about a 
lost gold m ine which is supposed to have 
been handed clown front the Aztecs, but in 
which a lively faith is still placed.

cording to this story M ontezuma will one 
dav return to earth, anil some oi his faith­ 
ful followers are keeping guard over the 
m ine with the view to delivering it into 
his keeping, when lie shall reappear. 


T H IS FISSU RE OF GOLO, 
Said to be so rich that all other m ines 
would sink into insignificance iu com pari­ 
son w ith it. is located som ewhere in south­ 
western Arizona or northern Mexico. 
T ra­ 
dition says it can he reached only through 
a beautiful valley, and that it is protected 
by Indians, three of whom only are, from 
generation to generation, in possession of 
the secret. 
W hen one die-, the other two 
select a third, aud thus the trust is handed 
down. 
A lthough it is know n th at the 
natives will defend the treasure with their 
lives, various adventurers have attem pted 
to find the place in tim es past, and several 
prospectors are even now iu quest of the 
deposit. 
A nother lost m ine is that which is eaid 
to have been located in the eastern part of 
this Territory in l,S(i0, but which was aban­ 
doned in the course of tim e, owing to the 
hostility of Indians. From records of the 
am ount paid in tithes to the Rom an Catho­ 
lic Church, it is estim ated that the product 
of this m ine during the few years that it 
was worked was more tliau $60,000,u00. 
San A ntone set out at the beginning of 
this century to 


FIN D T H E LOST TREASURE, 
And actually came upon the m ine in IsOl. 
Not being prepared to work il, he and his 
followers got together w hat gold they could 
carry and set out for a mission on the 
coast, with the idea of getting assistance. 
To guide them back to the m ine they drove 
stakes on the plains, but San A ntone fell 
sick at the place where San Antonio now 
stands, and died there. 
Indians and des­ 
peradoes m urdered his companions for 
their gold, and as the stakes which they 
had set were not cared for they soon fell 
away, and the m ine was lost once again. 
In the old Mexican palace in this city 
are m any records giving an account of the 
fabulous richness of this mine, 
lit one of 
them a priest gives in detail a description of 
a visit that he paid to ii, and alm ost ex­ 
hausts the language in describing the vir­ 
gin gold as it appeared to him . Severul 
prospecting parties have left here in times 
past in search of the mine, but they have 
all returned footsore and weary with long 
journeys over arid plains, and destitute of 
information of value. 


K IT CARSON’S LOST PLA CER. 
In the same way Kit Carson's lost placer, 
the D utchm an's tiulch, and the Lost Cabin 
have been the objects of years of fruitless 
search on the part of thousands. Some 
people believe that the D utchm an's Gulch 
has been found, and old Tom Edson is of 
the num ber. 
In 1864, two Germans came 
into Denver w ith a large am ount of coarse 
gold, but they would not tell where they 
got it. 
Exchanging it for supplies they set 
out again toward the North, and that was 
the last that was ever heard of them . 
As 
alm ost anything would bait the gold-hunter 
in those days, scores of men started out 
and explored tiie country near and far to 
the north, hut they come upon no trace of 
the "'D utchm en." 
Tom Edson never gave 
up, however, until he satisfied hintself that 
he had found the gulch. H e began his pros­ 
pecting in the southern part of W yoming, 
and went north into the Black Hills, until 
he found traces of m ining operations. 
Be­ 
lieving that he had come upon the place 
where the Dutchmen had secured their 
dust, he went to work and would have 
made his fortune ii he liad not been driven 
out by the Indians. 
On returning to Den­ 
ver, iit 1873, he told of his discovery, and 
was laughed at. but he now asserts as a 
fact, and challenges contradiction, that the 
lost D utchm an's Gulch was near where 
Deadwood now stands, and that it is the 
place out of which so m any m illions have 
since been taken. 


t h e l o s t c a b i n m i n e . 
A lthough m uch speculation is still in­ 
dulged in concerning the general location 
of Carson's placer and the Lost Cabin, the 
great m ajority of prospectors have settled 
down to the conviction that they are both 
in the Big H orn M ountains in southern 
M ontana or northern W yoming. Not one 
of the lost m ines has ever been so persist­ 
ently sought for as that of tlie Lost Cabin, 
and each year finds new and more num er­ 
ous parties on the hunt. Poor old Pancake 
Comstock, the man who gave his nam e to 
the great Nevada silver lode, and who was 
once a bundled m illionaire w ithout know ­ 
ing it, killed him self at Bozeman at the 
conclusion of a profitless search for the 
Lost Cabin. 
H e started out > with high 
hopes of success, but when failure stared 
him in the face he gave up the hunt and his 
life together. 
The evidence in favor of the belief in the 
Lost Cabin is too strong to adm it of a doubt 
as to its existence. 
It lias bees found, lost, 
found again, and then finally lost, as all 
agree, and it cannot therefore be a m yth. 
The discovery was m ade m any years ago 
by three men who were prospecting in w hat 
is now called the Big H orn country. After 
satisfying themselves of the 


RICHNESS OF T H E M IN ES.

Among the boadxeds of weE-known pros­ 
pectors who have spent years fit the search 
tor the Lost Cabin are B art B erkley. Jack 
McDonald, Jack Nye an d Joe Sweeney. 
The latter once aauouoced by telegraph 
tia t he had found the cabin, and a tre­ 
m endous excitement was occasioned, but 


o h farther investigation it was soon shown 
that he was m istaken. 
As the country set­ 
tle* up the faith of the hunters strengthens, 
and it is probably that the mines so long 
sought will be revealed at no distant day.

" I wish you to return to the m outh of 
the ?«i onocacy and effectually destroy the 
aqueduct of 
the Chesapeake and Ohio 
canal. 
By the tim e that is accomplished 
you will receive orders to co-operate in the 
capture of H arper's Ferry, and you will 
not return here, hut after the .a .ture of 
H arper's Ferry will iojoin us at H agers­ 
town. where the arm y will he concentrated. 
My inform ation is th at there arehetw etn 
lujOoo and 12.600 men at H arper's Ferry, 
and 2.000 at M artinsburg. The latter may 
escape toward Cum berland, but I think the 
chances are that they will take refuge at 
H arper'a Ferry and be captured. 
"B eside the m en and m aterial of war 
which we shall capture at H arper's Ferry, 
the position is necessary to us, not to gar­ 
rison ami hold, but in the hands of the en­ 
emy it would he a break in our new line of 
com m unication with Richm ond. 
"A few davs' rest at Hagerstown will he 
of great service to our m en. 
H undreds of 
them are bare-footed, and nearly all of 
them are ragged. I hope to get shoes and 
clothing for the most needv. 
But th e best 
o. ii will be that the short delay will enable 
us to get up our stragglers—not stragglers 
front a shirking disposition, but sim ply 
iroin inability to keep up with their com­ 
mands. 
1 believe there are not less than 
front eight to ten thousand of them be­ 
tween here and Rapidan Station. 
Besides 
these, we shall he able to get a large num ­ 
ber of recruits who have been accum ulat­ 
ing .it Richm ond fur some weeks. 
1 have 
now requested that they be sent forward to 
join us. They ought to reach us at Hagers­ 
town. 
We shall then have a very good 
arm y ;” and he sm ilingly added: 
"O ne 
that I think will be able to give a good 
account of itself." 
• 
" In ten days front now,” he continued, 
" i f the m ilitary situation is then w hat 1 
confidently expect it to he after the capture 
of H arper’s Ferry, I shall concentrate the 
arm y at Hagerstown, effectually destroy 
the Baltimore and Ohio road, and march 
to this point,” placing his linger at H arris­ 
burg, Pennsylvania. " That is the objective 
point of the cam paign. You remember, 
no doubt, the long bridge of the Pennsyl­ 
vania Railroad, over the Susquehanna, a 
few uiilcs west of Harrisburg. 
W ell, I 
wish effectually to destroy that bridge, 
which wili disable the Pennsylvania Rail­ 
road for a long tim e. 
W ith the Baltimore 
and Ohio in our possession, and the Penn­ 
sylvania Railroad broken up, there will 
rem ain to the enemy but one route of com­ 
m unication with the W est, and that very 
circuitous, by way of the lakes. 
After that 
I can turn my attention to Philadelphia. 
Baltimore or W ashington, as may seem 
best for our interests.’’ 
I was very much astonished at this an­ 
nouncem ent, and 1 suppose he observed it, 
for he turned to me aud said : 
“ You doubtless regard it hazardous to 
leave McClellan practically on m y line of 
com m unication, and to inarch into the 
heart of the enem y’s country?” 
1 ad­ 
m itted that such a thought had occurred to 
me.

“ Are you acquainted with General Mc­ 
Clellan?" he replied. 
I replied that we 
had served together in m e Mexican war 
under General Scott, but that I had seen 
but little of him since that time. 
" H e is an able General, but a cautions 
one. 
H is enemies among his own people 
think him too much so. 
His arnty is in a 
very demoralized and chaotic condition, 
and will not he prepared for offensive 
operations—or he will not think so—for 
three or four weeks. 
Before that tim e I 
hope to be on the Susquehanna.”

I am an orphan, and 
with my sister was visiting friends in Taun­ 
ton, at the time the Indians attacked that 
place.” 
“ Ah ! 
Teli m e the story of your capt­ 
ure." 
“ I will if you care to hear it. 
Upon the 
breaking out of tliew ai, my friends, like 
Othera. became alarmed, and adopted such 
means of defense as they could comm and ; 
still, when Philip really appeared with his 
Indians, they were surprised. 
Ah. sir. 
even yon, who I see are an officer, and 
probably used to such sights, would have 
been touched by the misery and desolation 
those wretches caused on that day. Tlrey 
fired the house we were in. and w hen we 
were driven by the flames to the open air, 
they assailed u s ; and then I saw my friends 
struck down about me. 
An old woman, a 
m other, three daughters and a son. all bru­ 
tally killed. Then they seized me. more 
dead than alive. 
A fierce Indian, witli a 
yell, raised some weapon in the air, while 
holdingm e fast with theother hand ; tint his 
uplifted arm was suddenly grasped by a 
stalw art and gayly-dresscd chief, whom I 
soon learned was K ing Philip. 
A lthough 
nearly overcome with terror, I heard him 
say, -She is too’—” 
“ Beautiful to b e killed,” udde 1 the offi­ 
cer. 
" Well, yes, 1 suppose that was the idea. 
‘Take her captive.’ 
They bound my arm s 
to my sides and carried me away. I tainted 
at that point, and when 1 cam e to m yself 
was on horseback, supported by a horrible 
old squaw.” 
" Poor girl I how (lid you survive such a 
shock ?” 
, 
“ I do not know, for I was ill with fever 
throughout the jo u rn ey : but am I not 
wearying you with the history of a girl 
who has surely no claim upon you ?” 
"Y o u have a claim, dear lady ; the un­ 
fortunate have always a claim upon any 
honorable m a n : besides, 1 am deeply in ­ 
terested in your story. 
Please proceed.” 
“ We traveled slowly on for several days, 
resting at night. 
The shock, the mode of 
life, and, a' ove all. the anxiety about my 
sister, of whose fate I knew nothing, made 
me ill and unfit for the rough joum ev. 
W hen I failed and fainted, as I did several 
times, they beat me and knocked me about, 
m aking me walk when utterly unable, as a 
punishm ent for m y laziness, they said.

that being ill I should not be disturbed. 
He had his hand on m y head, and solemnly 
prom ised to safely keep me ; and after that 
the strange I ndians departed.” 
“ W hat did they do for you to bring back 
your health ?” 
‘Very little. 
I was allowed to rest fo ra 
tim e, wa9 not treated very harshly, and n a ­ 
ture did the rest." 
“ W hat food did you have?” 
“ Ah. that was the worst trial ; for days I 
ate alm ost nothing. 
I could not touch the 
meat they kept constantly boiling in a 
great common kettle, w hichali could goto, 
but I soon learned to eat a sort of cake they 
make of Indian com , and when stronger I 
wandered about and found berries and 
dried nuts for m yself; hut I have never 
been strong since I came here.” 
“ T hat does not surprise me. Such a life 
for one like you ! Have they always treated 
you w ell?” 
“ Xo. they are often very rough ; hut the 
women are kinder than the men, who, for­ 
tunately for me, are away upon the w ar­ 
path the greater part of the time, returning 
only occasionally fo ra night." 
“ W hat work do they require of y ou?” 
“ I first bring up water trom the lake in 
the m orning—that tires me most—then I 
help cook their food, and do whatever is 
necessary in an Indian household"—and 
Millieent smiled—“ and I sew for the wom­ 
en and children.” 
“ The wretches 1 why don’t they bring 
their own water from the lake, and m ake 
their own clothes?” 
“ I would willingly do all they ask could 
I but know that I may soon be free to look 
for m y sister, and be among my own race 
again.”

In such a condition of affairs it is not 
surprising that spots, where of late the in­ 
fluence of civilization had begun to make 
itself felt, were abandoned by their terror- 
stricken inhabitants. Thus, for a while, 
the rude savages again appeared as rulers of 
the land, and the forest often resounded 
with their war-erv as they fell on one 
partly-deserted town after another, and 
their yells of trium ph rang on the hushes 
of m idnight as they returned from their 
fiendish expeditions of plunder waving 
aloft the scalps of their victims. For a year 
or more this bloody war lasted, bringing 
death and desolation to m any h unes, until 
its guiding hand and vital breath, King 
Philip, was struck down, killed by one of 
his race.

The spring of 1SG0 would he called a very backward one—say from three to four weeks 
late—while the spring of 1805 would he called a very early one—or from two to tour 
weeks earlier than usual. 
The rainfall for May last was but .07 of an inch, while the average pre.q i'ation of 
m any years was .71 of an inch, the most moist May being in 1SG0, 2.41» inchi - ; ¡866, 2.25 
inches, and in 188,4, 2.85 inches. 
During the past thirty-six years there was but one ill 
which no rainfall was measured, and four upon which an inappreciable am ount was 
precipitated.

themselves in a thicket in the dense wood, 
whence they could observe the Indians as 
they passed.

WHAT IT IS. 


It will lie conceded that in all states of 
a high degree of civilization two great 
aims of society are: IIow to protect itself 
against ills, and how to prevent the growth 
i evils that threaten it. 
For this it es­ 
tablishes rules of action known as laws, 
commanding certain tilings to be done and 
forbidding the doing of others. 
For this 
it provides punishment for those who of­ 
fend against these laws, and assail society, 
which after all i- hut an enlargement of 
the fa Tilly- 
For this, human effort is di­ 
re,'ted to the prevention of crime. 
No men having ordinary interest in 
public affairs deny the wisdom of prevent­ 
ive measures. 
Society, indeed, is a unit 
on this question, and hence establishes asy­ 
lums for the homeless young, that they 
may not fall into evil ways bv reason of 
deprivation of natural parental control. 
For this reason the press and the people 
are constant in the encouragement of in­ 
stitutions that surround men and women 
with influences for good, and that will in­ 
cline them in right directions, withdraw 
them from evil paths, and fortify them 
against vicious temptations. 
Punishment itself has its preventive 
side, and is found in its simplest form 
when the parent punishes the child, not 
for love of inflicting pain, but that the 
child maybe restrained from wrong-doing; 
reformed, in other wonls. 
It will there­ 
fore be conceded that one of the duties of 
society, and of every individual unit of it, 
is to prevent growth of crime, not only to 
make wrongdoers feel the smart of punish­ 
ment, but to so apply it that they will be 
disinclined to second offending, and thus 
¿lio need of punishment be avoided. 
If a 
citizen sees a mere lad pursuing a course 
that, unchecked, will lead him surely into 
criminal paths, his natural impulse is to 
exert some influence to check, if only by 
wortl, this evil tendency. 
It is for this 
oroad interest in the well being of society 
hat, in cases of juvenile offenders, Judges 
not infrequently suspend sentences, in the 
hojie that admonition will check an evil 
.curse. 
Now, wc take it, that our evening con­ 
temporary is officered hv kindly, manly 
and humane motives. 
Wc would dislike 
to entertain the lielief that it is less inter­ 
ested in the welfare of the community 
ihan other similar human influences. 
When, therefore, onr neighbor declares, as 
it did Thursday evening, that the Peno­ 
logical Commission should expend its time 
a in devising ways and means to put more 
¡icople in prison, and keeping them there, 
than in listening to the hobbies of men 
who can talk nothing but penology,” we 
must conclude that it did not mean all it 
said, or else it grossly misconceived the 
meaning of penology, since it is hut a term 
expressive precisely of the keeping of peo­ 
ple in prison, and the punishment of them 
while in prison. 
But it means something more, the de- 
"ising of ways and means for rendering 
prisons least ueeessary and least expensive 
to tax-payers. AVe apprehend that our 
neighbor would not lift its finger to pre­ 
vent the lessening of the expeuse of main­ 
taining prisons and the lessening of the 
number of criminals. 
It is entirely true 
that the State's convicts are treated hu­ 
manely, well-fed aud cared for, and fare 
better than many a poor man on the out­ 
side, and it is for that very reason, among 
others, that society should do its utmost to 
lessen the prison class, and this is all that 
penological science aims to do. It cannot 
be that anyone will antagonize any means 
o this end in California, that experience 
has proved to be wise in other States. 
If the idea prevails that jiciiological re­ 
form is :ui effort to letter the condition of 
prisoners for pure sentimentality', then 
gross misapprehension obtains. Our con­ 
temporary observes that “ there is a great 
deal of bosh talked about the poor con­ 
vict.” 
íso there is indeed, hut it falls into 
unfortunate error when it assumes that 
penologists propose to inflict this kind of 
“ rot "o n the people, or have ever been 
guilty of it. On the contrary, peuologists 
all over the world are very practical peo- 
ule, striving to severely discipline convicts, 
make punishment effective and prevent 
the wholesale manufacture of criminals 
aid that is alt they seek to do. Our con­ 
temporary. we venture to suggest, will 
dud no one of them who take any other 
concern than that in the matter. 
' We scarcely think that our neighbor’s 
confused ideas’ about " peuology " will lead> 
it to deny that these things are commend­ 
able in those who advocate th em :

STATE 
CONTROL 
AND 
BIGHTS. 
IN D IV ID U A L 


Anson I>. Morse, of Amherst, gives in 
the current number of the Citizen a lucid 
and concise statement from the historian’s 
view, oí present times. 
In brief, this in­ 
cisive monograph points out that since the 
Reformation the leading characteristic of 
the period lias been the contraction of the 
sphere of public authority, and the corre­ 
sponding enlargement of individual rights. 
The freedom we to-day enjoy as to religious 
toleration, for instance, was wrested from 
the state after prolonged and embittered 
struggles. 
Now the tide is setting in the 
other direction, and the tendency in most 
parts of the world is to enlarge state con­ 
trol and narrow the individual right. On 
this plane the protective doctrine moves, 
and most of regulative measures. 
The 
labor and socialistic parties alike now de­ 
mand broader manifestation of state au­ 
thority at the expense of the individual 
right, that we have been taught to deem 
indefeasible. 
Under these influences the 
state may recover, he holds, some of the 
ground it has lost in the past. 
Legislation 
in all civilized countries testifies to the 
progress of this tendency. State authority 
is greatest where the subject of it is least 
develo[>ed. says the essayist, and it relaxes 
always 
with 
the 
growth of 
the 
capacity for 
self-direction. So 
he 
arrives 
at 
the 
statement of 
the 
principle—to 
which, 
however, 
there 
are many exceptions—that the “ limits of 
state control should vary with the political 
character of the citizen, extending as this 
falls, contracting as it rises.'' On this basis 
the political character of a people may be 
determined by the character of their Oov- 
ernment. 
Now, he asks, what do the 
changes notable in our country signify as 
to our political character ? And from the 
reference»* he makes to historical examples, 
as the T hirty Years’ AYar, the wars of the 
Roses, the Roman civil wars, and the wars 
of religion in France, he permits the 
reader to infer that it is his view that it is 
possible for the destruction of political ca­ 
pacity to proceed even to the verge of 
despotism here. But it is apparent that 
he is himself doubtful of the soundness of 
this view, and which we take it may be 
successfully combat ted. 
He adds that an­ 
other explanation is possible, to wit, that 
as state control cannot be adjusted to the 
character of all citizens, some being gov­ 
erned too much and some too little, and as 
the laws are adapted as a rule to the 
wants of the most influential class, there­ 
fore if a class heretofore less politically 
developed supplants a class that has here­ 
tofore been most influential in govern­ 
ment, a corresponding extension of state 
control must be developed. And this he 
bolds is manifest to-day in Great Britain, 
where a so-called lower class, long neglect­ 
ed, now participate in government, and 
under a eorresjionding readjustment ex­ 
tension of state control is a marked feat­ 
ure. 
He believes that asim ilar movement 
is making progress in the United States, 
hut that it does not indicate any deteriora­ 
tion of iiolitical character, but a coming 
into ]«)litical activity of a hitherto compar­ 
ative uuinfluential class. 
AA'hilc the geuoral propositions stated by 
the essayist are historical truisms, it is to 
be noted that the movement he sees in the 
United SUtes is not the parallel of appar­ 
ently similar 
movements in countries 
where the rule is of class by class. 
In this 
country, on the contrary, the political 
equality of citizens has been recognized by 
the laws from the outset, and under the 
laws has been enjoyed by all. 
It is not 
strictly correct, therefore, to s|ieak of the 
rule of classes in a government of self. 
The "coming into political activity of 
hitherto quiescent influences, though it 
may enlarge state control in the interests 
of the force that dominates, does not 
of necessity siguify a readjustment of indi­ 
vidual rights. On the contrary, it plainly 
signifies 
the assertion 
of 
individual 
rights that have all the. time existed. 
It 
may not be said with accuracy that the 
assertion of political power by any body of 
citizens really means the enlargement of 
state control 
because it broadens into 
greater v iu lity political rights that have 
existed from the beginning. The mani- 


nutuborof bloodless contests of the gravest 
political importance), nor the dangerous 
enlargement of the authority of the state. 
The state ami the individual arc insepar­ 
ably interwoven in the raiment of our 
government, and their separation is only 
possible by torce. There was neither be­ 
fore, nor has there been since the days of 
Athens, with her attempt and failure in a 
federal direction without the representa­ 
tive principle, a parallel to our system of 
sovereignty, under which individual rights 
and state authority are mutual checks. 


RESTATEMENT OF RELIGIOUS BELIEFS. 


In the recent Congress of Churches at 
Cleveland, the subject of a restatement of 
religious beliefs was discussed. 
The most 
notable thing about it was that the clergy­ 
men present were agreed that it ought to 
l>e done. 
Whenever a body of cultivated 
men agree that a declaration should be 
made, the fact of the declaration is certain 
to follow in time. 
The churchmen could 
not agree as to the form this declaration 
should take—on that they were at wea­ 
pons’ points all around, hut it was a won­ 
derful verdict to lie rendered that there 
should lie a restatement at all. The world 
is getting rid of the dust of superstitions; 
it is shaking itself clear of mere isms, and 
getting at truth in the name of truth, and 
defining beliefs so clearly that none can 
mistake. 
In tiie present instance there 
was entertained no thought of disturbing 
fundamentals, but it was settled that the 
methods of statement ought to be better 
adapted to the age and the intelligence of 
the era. That is to say, tbe churches pro­ 
pose 
to 
improve 
the 
weaponry and 
strengthen the armor of the church as 
against those who assail it. 
Hr. Barker of 
Hartford put the case of the Merrintac in 
Hampton Roads as illustrative of the 
need. 
The rebel ram developed the ne­ 
cessity for some better walls of resistance 
than “wooden sides,” some fitter antagonist 
titan the obi style of war ship, and “so the 
Monitor came in response to the necessity.” 
On the basis that the Christian churches 
have no fear of light, can trust to the truth 
for vindication and defense, they can well 
proceed in the direction of equipping their 
faith in new armor. 
And this will he 
done, the restatement of Christian beliefs 
will be made, and the churches will lie 
knit closer together bv it. brought to a 
better understanding, made bolder on the 
planes of science, clearer as to rational evi­ 
dences, and freer in relation to the ex­ 
pause of mind and the progress of human 
reason. 


T he New York authorities It 
re­ 
solved to put on the brakes aud apply ex­ 
isting laws to the exclusion of Anarchists 
who seek to land at that port. 
It appears 
that these laws are directed against for­ 
eign paupers, criminals, and those liable to 
become a charge upon the State. 
It is 
doubtful if the authorities can apply these 
statutes to the exclusion of the Anarchists. 
They certainly are not criminals within 
the meaning of the law, nor can it be said 
that they are liable to become charges 
iqioii the State, for they generally come 
with some little money, and are strong 
and able to work. 
The fact is, that we 
have no sufficient law for these cases. 
W hat we need is specific legislation on the 
subject, and just now the Eastern press is 
nearly unanimous in demanding it at the 
hands of Congress. 
AVe may therefore 
assume that it will come presently. 
In 
the meantime the Judges are making more 
specific inquiry of applicants for admission 
to citizenship, and refusing those who 
avow belief in Socialist creeds. 
But this 
is a very feeble remedy. The simon-pure 
Anarchist does not want to become a citi­ 
zen. 
He is safer as an alien, lias quite as 
many privileges as he wants, and is re- 
ieved of many obligations. 


T h e Eastern press is sim ply unanimous 
in the fun it pokes at the Knights of La­ 
bor Cleveland Convention for its resolution 
demanding a single rate of interest. 
It 
was a very silly thing to do. 
As the .St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat puts i t : “ AVe won­ 
der that they do not also demand a uni­ 
form rate of local taxation and equal daily 
distribution of sunshine. 
The Chicago 
Times mercilessly scores the Convention 
for not knowing tlie distinction between a 
rate for use of capita! anil the value of 
money. 
The New York Herald, which in 
all

The rage for fast passages still continues, 
and coal, oil and firemen's wages are not 
allowed to enter into the problem. The 
author of “ Merchant Shipping" vigorously 
declaimed ten years ago against what he 
called “ the almost insane desire for in ­ 
creased speed in locomotion by land and 
by sea," by persons who were not aware, 
or who did not consider, that high speed 
involved increased danger, and accordingly 
increased cost in navigation. It is 1 1 0doubt 
true, as he observed, Üiat high speed can 
only be maintained by high power, and 
that high speed and high power require 
stronger parts in everything—in the ma­ 
terial of which the ship is built, as well as 
additional firemen and expenditure of fuel. 
All this is well understood by shipbuild­ 
ers, who can strengthen the vessels they 
turn out to any speed that is required, leav­ 
ing the extra expenditure entirely to the 
owners for which they are intended. As 
to the extra danger, so far as has yet been 
experienced, traveling by a fast boat is 110 
more risky than traveling by a fast train, 
and authorities on railway matters gen­ 
erally agree as to the fact that express 
trains are the safest. The vessel that is the 
shortest time at sea is the shortest time in 
danger if the system of insurance is con­ 
sidered, and the vessel that can go twenty 
miles an hour in clear weather can lay for 
hours in thick weather or fog: while, as 
admitted bv the Chairman of the Cunard 
Coinpanv at the last meeting, the full 
capital of a single fast Atlantic liner is saved 
in a year by the maintenance of special 
services with a boat less. 
\\ hen the 
Collins line was competing with the 
Cunard Mr. Bayard, one of the manage­ 
ment, in speaking on behalf of his pro­ 
posal to " run the Cunardcrs ou the At­ 
lantic," said: “ AVe must have speed, ex­ 
traordinary speed—a speed with which our 
vessels can overtake any vessel they pur­ 
sue, and escape from any vessel they wish 
to avoid.” The Cunard Company gained 
in the struggle, partly through good for­ 
tune and partly through superior manage­ 
ment. though not as regards speed. But 
M r. Bayard's ideas are entirely reciprocated 
at the present time, when high-class mer­ 
chant vessels are selected to act as armored 
cruisers 011 the mere rumor of war as the 
best for pursuit or avoidance of the enemy 
at most remunerative rates. In actual war 
such vessels could run the Atlantic block­ 
ade, while it would be unsafe to allow slow 
vessels to put to sea, for their capture would 
be certain, and they would only serve to re­ 
plenish the coal bunkers of the enemy's 
fast cruisers. Commercial men are natu­ 
rally iu favor of comfortable and fast At­ 
lantic steamers, and declaim against slow 
ships as vehemently as they would against 
a railway Parliamentary train. They may 
be found in their usual corner of a London 
city restaurant on the first day of the 
month, and at the same table on the last 
day will be able to tell you what they had 
for dinner in Delmonico's. New York, or 
in the chief restaurants of the Western

Bird-C atch in g on th e F a r o e Isla n d s. 
A party of twelve men working in com­ 
bination and rotation will net between 
three and four thousand of birds in a day, 
valued at a penny apiece ; and a little later 
in the season you may see these birds 
hanging by hundreds at a time in Faroe 
outhouses, there to dry, after a fashion, lor 
future consumption." A native Faroese 
would consider he was dining luxuriously 
on half a dozen of these shriveled anato­ 
mies stewed or baked in whale fat. 
But, 
even apart from the “ whale liqueur," to a 
stranger the birds do not especially recom­ 
mend themselves. The manner in which 
a Faroe fowler goes to work is rather in­ 
teresting. He has primarily to consider 
the wind, inasmuch as this is the chief 
assistant torce which he presses into his 
service. If the wind be favorable he takes 
his long net, mounted on a stout wooden 
handle aud frame, and goes to that particu­ 
lar cleft or crevice in the sea rocks which 
he knows to offer a chance of sport. Down 
here he carefully clambers, until he finds 
good standing and working room, where 
the birds are hustling past him before the 
wind. It is then a matter of muscles and 
routine. By barring the passage with bis 
net lie inevitably catches all the birds that 
continue their flight through the rift, and 
his attributes then must be mainly those 
of strength and endurance- Of course, not 
everywhere can a towk-r attain to his perch 
by the exclusive use of his legs. Infinite 
pluck and nerve are both necessary. And 
so honorable a calling >n youth is that of a 
fowler considered that you may hear grave

A H e a lth f u l P a s tim e . 
Judge Fitch, a famous fly-caster, writes 
of fronting: The chief and perhaps great­ 
est pleasure derivable from angling is the 
store ot pleasant memories the angler is 
laving up for future use. AVhat man o r 
boy lnrgc-is any one of his fishing bouts ? 
I would urgently recommend the young 
angler to begin at once keeping an account 
of all his fishing bouts. Note in a memo­ 
randum book, or on a sheet of paper, the 
day of the month and year on which he 
fished, the naiue of the stream and his 
companions, the number of fish saved and 
the number thrown back (with a little 
practice it is easy to keep count of these), 
and lastly, the weight, if he ascertains it. 
of the fish saved. He cannot imagine what 
pleasure this will give him in future years. 
I can, tor I have kept such a record. It lies 
before me as I write. It begius with July, 
1845, and ends with August 31 (the last tliiy 
of the season), 1885, and gives, among other 
things, the number of fish caught by me in 
each bout in eacli year for forty-one con­ 
secutive years. The smallest number taken 
in any one year was in that of 1845. I was 
not much of an angler then, and I caught 
but ninety-one. The largest number caught 
in any year—one thousand and eighty-nine 
—is credited to the year 1863. The aggre­ 
gate number is 26,564. All these were 
trout; all caught with a hook and line (I 
never caught a fish in my lift-, of any kind, 
in any other way), and mostly with a fly. 
They were all caught in the lawful season, 
and not in violation of any law, written or 
unwritten. Many things should be con­ 
sidered in preparing for trout fishing, but 
the first is to see that no statute is violated.

Ladv Sliiel, in her "Glimpses at Life 
and Manners in Persia,” says : “ I went to 
see the Shah's half-sister, a beautiful girl of 
15, who lived with her mother iu an ob­ 
scure part of the ante-room, neglected by 
the Shah, and consequently by everyone 
else.

“ She was dressed in the usual fashion of 
trousers on trousers, the last pair being of 
such stiff brocade that if put standing up­ 
right in the niidd'e of the room there they 
would remain. Her hair ¿vas curled, not 
plaited, and she was literally covered with 
diamonds. She ¿vas quiet in her manners, 
and seemed dejected.

The only 
time they change their clothes is when 
they go to bathe. If they go out to visit 
they of course put on their best garments, 
and take them olf at night; but generally 
they lie down just as they are, and even in 
cold weather they weár tlieir ' ehadeor,’ or 
out-of-door veil, at night.” 


A S i n g u l a r M e te o r .—An account has 
just been given of some remarkable phe­ 
nomena observed at Tschenibar, in Siberia, 
on a night of last Jaunarv.

SUNSTROKE OB TH ERM IC KEVE1V. 
We have to report two cases of w hat is 
commonly called “ sunstroke " this m onth, 
both happening w ithin a few days of each 
other. One in Gridley. Butte county, for 
the particulars of which I am indebted to 
Dr. Jam es R. Todd, of that town. The 
other happened in Sacramento county, and 
came under the notice of the writer. 
The 
case in Gridley was that of a stout, plethoric 
m an, aged 58 years, who was in the field 
haying. 
He complained of the intense 
heat, said “ he was never so hot in his 
life,’’ lay down under a shade tree, and 
when Ins fellow-worker returned to him , 
in three-quarters of an hour, he was un­ 
conscious, and died within an hour from 
the time lie was attacked. 
H is death was 
undoubtedly due to apoplexy, induced by 
heat. 
The second case was that of a young mail 
18 years of age, who had just arrived from 
Norway, and had only worked one day. 
On the second m orning'he drove a header 
wagon, and about noon complained of in­ 
tense pain iti the back of his neck and 
spine. 
He lay down in the wagon, was 
driven a very short distance to the farm ­ 
house, and when removed was found to be 
insensible. 
H e never recovered conscious­ 
ness, and died convulsed before 6 p. m., 
evidently from therm ic or heat fever. Sun­ 
stroke, according to Dr. H. ( . Wood, is an 
acute inflam m ation of the brain, and very 
rare. Dr. W ood sa y s: 
“ There is nil 
doubt that in exceptional cases an intense 
heat may cause a condition closely allied 
to concussion of the brain, death resulting 
from paralysis of the heart's action ; or if 
that person be predisposed to apoplexy, or 
have a weak or diseased heart, he may die 
suddenly at the very outset. 
It is these 
exceptional cases that have given rise to the 
incorrect term ‘ sunstroke.' ” 
“ It has been 
rem arked that the m oruingsun is specially 
dangerous. This has been accounted for 
by supposing tliat tbe injurious effects are 
chiefly due to the direct rays of the sun 
striking the nape of the neck." (Tidy. p. 76.) 
THE CAUSE OF SUN-STROKE. 
As sun-stroke, or therm ic fever, is a very 
rare occurrence in this State, but does occa­ 
sionally occur, it m ight be well to warn 
new-comers to the country, that whatever 
induces nerve exhaustion, or checks pers­ 
piration, or embarrasses the circulation, 
predisposes to heat apoplexy. Beer or 
spirit drinking are iuductive of sun-stroke. 
Cold tea may be drank with im punity. 
T he head covering should perm it a free 
circulation of air beneath, and a wet hand­ 
kerchief or piece of rag placed over the 
head and beneath the imp should always 
be used when the heat is excessive. 
F lan­ 
nels should be worn next tbe person in­ 
stead of cotton or linen, and some means 
adopted to keep the rays of the sun off the 
neck. 
Generally the first sym ptoms o b ­ 
served are headache, ringing in the ears, 
rapid beating of the heart, and vom iting ; 
the skin ceases perspiring, and uncon­ 
sciousness quickly supervenes. The per­ 
son so attacked should.be at once laid down 
in the shade, all clothing but one thin gar­ 
m ent should be removed, ice applied to the 
head and body, or where this cannot be ob­ 
tained, cold water should be constantly 
dashed on 
the body, or it should be 
wrapped in a wet sheet and cold water ap­ 
plied. 
If he can swallow, and the pulse is 
iveal: and rapid, a little wine and water may 
be adm inistered, cr a little cold m ilk or 
beef tea, until a physician is sum m oned. 
Avoid giving whisky or brandy, as they 
are more apt to kill than to cure. 
As pre­ 
ventives, temperance, sobriety and cleanli­ 
ness, are the chief points to be observed by 
residents in hot climates. 


PR EV A ILIN G DISEASES. 
The reports received of prevailing dis­ 
eases indicate that up to the present tim e 
no severe zymotic sickness of any kind 
exists in the State, in fact it has rarely en­ 
joyed so great and so general an im m unity 
from all serious diseases as during the past 
few m onths. The advent of warm weather 
and the abundance of fruit have made 
their presence manifest by the increase of 
bowel disorders. This may be traced in a 
great measure to the high degree of tem ­ 
perature coincident with the quantity of 
m oisture in the soil, which the unusually 
large rainfall of winter and spring had left 
in the ground, actingas an exciting cause— 
on tbe other hand, the quantity of fruit 
consumed may be looked upon as a prom i­ 
nent factor. 
This is especially true as re­ 
gards cherries, which seem to have hud a 
very decided tendency this season to pro­ 
duce choleraic diarrhoja in most people. 
We find, in looking over our reports, 
that diarrho-a and dysentery are m entioned 
as noticeable in Pomona, Asuza, Maxwell. 
Galt, Sacramento, Salina City, Red Bluff, 
Castroviile. H ill’s Ferry, Fort 
Bidwell, 
Merced, Shasta, Anderson, Rocklin, Sauce- 
lito. Lemoore, Calico, Angel's Camp, lone, 
Modesto, and other places, showing a very 
general tendency to these complaints. 
Citolera infantum likewise prevails gen­ 
erally am ong young children, but lias not 
attained th at degree of fatality so usual 
later in the season. 
Measles prevail to a limited extent in 
Sacramento, Cloverdale, H ill’s Ferry, M ax­ 
well, Nicolaus, Modesto, Anderson and 
Susanville. 
Scarlet fever still manifests itself in M o­ 
doc conhty, Pomona, Truckee, Sierra City, 
A naheim . Los Angeles, Susanville, Eik 
Grove, Oakland and Stockton. The type 
is very m ild, as declared by the lim ited 
m ortality. 
• 
D iphtheria is reported as prevailing in 
San Francisco, and as present in Salinas 
City, H ill's Ferry, Fort Bidwell, E tna 
Mills, Santa Cruz, Anderson, Livermore, 
Truckee, Petalum a and Los Gatos. 
Erysipelas has also been noticed as ap­ 
pearing in Salinas, H ill's Ferry, Maxwell, 
Santa Cruz, Millville, Livermore. W illits, 
Dansville, Angel’s Camp, Truckee, Lincoln 
and Lemoore. 
W hat relation this disease 
bears to diphtheria and scarlet fever has 
not yet been determined, but every pre­ 
caution taken with the one should be taken 
with the other to isolate and prevent its 
spread. 
Typhoid fever does not séem to prevail 
anyw here in the State, which indicates a 
fair sanitary condition. A few cases have 
been noticed in Modesto. Merced and Igo. 
Tvpo-malarial fever has also been ob­ 
served, in a lim ited num ber of cases, in 
Anderson, Lincoln, lone and A naheim . 
Rem ittent and interm ittent fevers are 
noticed as prevailing in m any places, which 
m ight be expected as the rivers recede and 
the ponds dry up. Their fatality is ex­ 
ceedingly limited. 
Cerebral fever is m entioned in m any re­ 
ports, and noticed in Mariposa. Davisville. 
St. Helena. Modesto, Fort Bidwell, Elk 
Grove and W atson vile. 
Sporadic cases of pneum onia have oc­ 
curred in Merced, Martinez. Cottonwood, 
Red Bluff, Visalia and Truckee. 
From the above abstract it will be seen 
that the general health of the State is good. 
It m ust be borne in m ind that as the sum ­ 
m er advances the dangers from drinking 
im pure water are enhanced ; and in those 
plac s where water is procured from wells, 
the chances of contam ination by surface 
drainage are 
m anifoldly increased. 
It 
should also be generally know n that the 
discharges from those suffering from dysen­ 
tery are infectious, and if adm itted into 
our drinking water will in all probability 
com m unicate the disease.

As the annual m uster of the N ations’ 
j Guard takes place next m onth, and as 
great care should be taken to have the roils 
absolutely correct, commanders of com­ 
panies who desire tt> keep up their reputation 
for promptness, exactness, etc., are already 
entering upon the work of getting their 
companies in order, filling out the roll of 
non-commissioned officers, 
and 
taking 
measures to have a larger attendance at the 
niuster than is usual, as it seems the effect­ 
iveness of companies is based to a great 
extent on tbe show ing each makes at this 
season. An ins|>ection usually accompanies 
the m uster, and we presume this year will 
not be an exception to this rule. 
AH arm s 
should be in as good a condition as pos­ 
sible. and all actually on hand. The cloth­ 
ing, accouterments, book;; accounts, etc., 
kept neatly, and every officer and enlisted 
m an who is not sick or absent from the 
city should allow nothing to prevent his 
being present and answer to 1ns nam e. 
Lack of proper uniform even should not 
cause absence at the annual m uster. 
The quarterly dem ands of companies 
should be sent in at least before the middle 
of the m onth on which the quarter ends. 
Up to the present time only the demands 
of Captain Rapp. Nevada City, are in. 
( Si 
the 30th of tiiis m onth each Captain should 
have his annual statem ent of receipts 
and expenditures 
ready 
to 
file 
witb 
his dem and lor $250 annual alionant e, and 
to be sure to retain nil exaet copy of such 
expenditure for attachm ent to the m uster 
roll, tour copies of which should lie made 
out. 
The arm orer is brushing up everything 
for the Fourth of July parade, when it is 
hoped that the attendance will be much 
larger than on Decoration Day, and also 
that officers in command will closely watch 
their companies when m arehing in column, 
in order that us perfect an alignm ent as 
possible may be preserved. 
This can onlv 
be attained by constant watching on the 
part of the officers, and the rnen giving 
their entire attention to the business iii 
hand. The battery will no doubt ¿«ordered 
out on tbe Fourth, and every effort should 
be put forth by all to have each company 
with full ranks, and this being assured, it 
will be a successful atfuir and a credit to ail 
concerned. Companies C and F. of Nevada 
City and W oodland, will most likely have 
the annual niuster on the Fourth of July, 
as usual, but orders to this effect have not 
been received from brigade headquarters 
yet. 
There will be a battalion drill and street 
parade Monday evening. June lftb , the 
evolutions consisting ot closing column 
with the right and left in front, etc., and 
deploying on leading, rear and center com­ 
panies. 
As a rule these street drills are 
not satisfactory for instruction, there being 
too much talking in the ranks, and officers 
and tile closers should put a stop to it.

T h e R a ilr o a d T a x es W ill lie R e ce iv e d . 
Controller Dunn, while in San Francisco 
yesterday, stated, as reported by tbe Bul­ 
letin, that tbe $805,000 due the State from 
the railroad taxes, and which m oney is 
still in the bandsof Attorney-General Mar­ 
shall, has not yet been paid into the treas­ 
ury. The Attorney-General lias not yet 
tendered it to the Treasurer, but when lie 
does, Mr. Dunn says, the latter will receive 
it, and he (the Controller) will then ap)>or- 
tion it among the various funds to which 
it belongs. Of the total sum , $230,000 will 
go into the general found, which, Mr. 
Dunn says, will pay the current expenses 
of the Government tip to the end ot the fis­ 
cal year. The major part <>f the money, 
however, will have to g o to the counties 
to whom it is due. 
Mr. D unn states that 
no m oney lids been borrowed by the State 
Board of Exam iners from the school fund 
to m ake good the deficiencies caused by the 
failure ot the railroads to pay their taxes, 
as lias been stated heretofore, but all the 
money transferred has been from the State 
land fund, over which the Board has con­ 
trol. State taxes do not come in before 
February, and until then no attem pt will 
be made to replenish the State land fund, 
from which there in s been borrowed about 
$500,000.

Evidently residents of the city are using 
water in a very reckless m anner at present, 
and w ithout regard to the city ordinance 
relative to tbe m atter. 
The m onth of June 
is but about one-third over, and, owing to 
the late rains and ¿Jie bight of the river, 
much irrigation would scarcely seem to be 
needed, yet more water is being pumped 
than lias before been known in the city. 
Ordinarily two of the Holly pum ps have 
sufficed to do the work at liight, but now 
the entire gang has to be kept in service. 
A few mornings since an alarm of fire oc­ 
curred at 4 o’clock, and it was found nec­ 
essary to reinforce the H olly with the 
Stevens pum p to keep up the tire pressure. 
W hen the fire alarm occurred Thursday al 
5:15 p . m . the Stevens and Holly were both | 
run at full speed, but only 45 to 47 pounds 
water pressure could be obtained. Any one 
can see that it is not policy to tax the 
water m achinery too severely, for a break­ 
down would be disastrous. Present indica­ 
tions are that the city will before long he 
compelled to increase her resources at the 
water-works, as there are times now when 
6,000,000 gallons of water are pum ped daily 
for ordinary use. But citizens can postpone 
the necessity by obeying thecity ordinance, 
which provides that water for irrigation 
purposes must only be used between the 
hours of 5 and 8, m orning and evening, 
and when an alarm of tire occurs the irri­ 
gators m ust shut off their hydrants until 
the signal is given that the fire is out.

so imperative that this ordinance be obeyed 
that the police have been instructed to ex-

e r r LOOK OF T U E SEASON 8 CROPS. 
The reports now being received from 
nearly all parts of the Slate concerning the 
grain yield is encouraging in the highest 
degree, and there seems to be no doubt 
that the year's product in California will 
mm li exceed the estim ates from the sev­ 
eral counties which we recently published^ 
The weather lias been exceedingly favor­ 
able for m aturing the wheat and barley 
crop, and this bridges the last chance 
against these grains. 
There is no m aterial change in the fruit 
outlook from that already given. O f nearly 
all kinds, outside of grapes and pears, the 
yield wilt he light, while the quality will 
be exceptionally good. 
It is believed that 
from this fact, and as there will be a m ar­ 
ket tor all the fruit grown, the net income 
to the fruit-growers may equal, and very 
pruuably will ir some cases exceed, that of 
last year. T he general outlook for the 
State is therefore, in all rest-octs, exceed­ 
ingly cheering. 


PEOOKCSSIVE AGRICULTURE. 
1'rogrcssive agriculture, as some appear 
pi understand it, means going ahead, with­ 
out regard to safety or expense. The young 
progressive farm er who never hoed an acre 
of corn or mowed an acre of grass, fancies 
that by apnlying "business principles'’ to 
agriculture, iie can roll up a fortune in a 
few years. 
He m ust have it farm as large 
as his father had in his old age; he m ust 
live in a better house than his parents ; he 
m ust drive a better horse ; ride in a better 
carriage: sport a liner w atch; live in a 
more fashionable style : play the gentleman 
at more exp -use ; cut larger sw ells; speak 
louder, and be known further than lus old 
fogv ancestors t ver dared to dream of. 
The young progressive farmer has no 
itiea ot getting rich by the little; he is 
bound to have a pile all at once. 
He is not 
going to bring up lam bs by bund, sell 
turnips at twenty-live cents a bushel, carry 
chickens to market, wear patched clothes, 
and cart potatoes round like a peddler. Not 
he 
Talk to him about cultivating u farm 
■of' fifty acres : 
W hy, he wants four or live 
hundred acres, and he will dem onstrate by­ 
figures that the more land he cultivates the 
larger bis percentage of profits will be. 
Talk to one o: these progressive tanners 
about experience, and he will laugh at you. 
W hy, hi is sure that he knows a thousand 
things that would astonish his father. Kx- 
pcrieuce! To be sure he has not had it him ­ 
self, but he knows who has, and what it is. 
H e wants to etatt. not at the bottom of the 
hilt, but at the top. 
He don't believe in 
clim bing up slowly, working and waiting, 
and though he m ay lie willing to work, lie 
is not anxious to wait. 
Now that is the point. 
I believe young 
men ought to set right on. 
Instead of be­ 
ginning with m uch, they ought to begin 
with little. 
Instead of a large farm, they 
ought to have only a sm all one. 
Their 
e.v|K'rieneo is small, their judgm ent is 
weak, and their wants ought to be few. 
And beginning with a lew acres, they will 
soon learn how to proceed to insure the 
best results.— American Cultivator. 


S T E tW E U R K T TLANTS IN QUART BOXES. 
W e have planted strawberry plants ¡11 
Aid quart berry boxes. The plants were of 
new varieties that came in dry weather, 
and we planted in the boxes the same as 
we would 
plant them in crocks, and 
sprinkled 
frequently, placing 
close to­ 
gether so that they could be sprinkled 
easily. 
There being a large am ount of 
earth about the routs, they soon estab­ 
lished themselves, and made a nice growth. 
On removing a few plants, we found that 
the under roots hail pushed their way out 
through the openings "in the boxes several 
inches. 
We planted these strawberries 
October ¿1st. in a field. 
We did not re­ 
move the plants from the boxes, but 
planted them in rows just as they stood, 
the leaves of the plauts being 011 a level 
with the ground. 
We are confident that 
these plants will succeed adm irably, as the 
roots push out through the cracks in the 
boxes, and alter a short lim e the boxes 
will rot. 
It seems to us that this may be a 
good method for those who receive straw ­ 
berry plants front a distance by m ail. Such 
plants are often received in a dry tim e, and 
can be planted im m ediately in the open 
field only at considerable risk. 
But if 
planted in quart boxes filled with earth, 
and placed closely together in a shady 
place, and watered daily, scarcely one plant 
w ill lie lost, and after they have taken root 
all can be transplanted to the garden or 
field.— Green's Fncil-Qrtnccr, Rochester, N. 1 . 


WHY SOT FLANT NUT TREKS ? 
W hy not plant black walnuts, butternuts 
and chestnuts upon your farm V 
1 can re­ 
m em ber a chestnut tree that grew on our 
homestead, that was a pleasant feature of 
the past. The foliage anil blossoms were 
possessed of great beauty, and as the chest­ 
nut burrs began to appear they suggested 
pleasant thoughts of the nutting tim e com ­ 
ing. W hen the first nuts began to fall 
there was much scrambling forthera among 
he little ones, and when all were gathered 
m any a pleasant evening was spent crack­ 
ing them by the fire. 
Although I atu an 
enthusiastic’fruit-grower, I am of the opin­ 
ion th at there ntay be as m uch profit in 
planting these niit-bearing trees as in 
planting fruit trees. 
I am thinking now 
of planting them about our farm. 
The 
black walnut succeeds alm ost everywhere. 
W e have two young trees upon oitr place 
near Koch ester, from which we gather 
every year from four to six bushels of nuts. 
Supposing we had a ten-act e lot of these 
trees, the revenue could not be less than 
$1,000 a year for the fruit alone. 
Aside 
from the lruit, the tim ber of the chestnut 
and black walnut are exceedingly valuable 
for m any purposes. There are m any farms 
in the great W est which are destitute of 
trees. 
The black w alnut there would 
doubtless succeed better than the chestnut. 
As trees of all these kinds can he procured 
at a very low price—from ten to twenty-five 
cents each—there is no excuse for not 
planting them .— ft i f her Ur (.V. Y.) Exchange. 


MILDEW AND ITS CURE. 
A ta m eeting of the Napa () ra¡>e-G row­ 
ers' Association on the subject of mildew 
and sulphur. Mr. Estee said that we have 
no cause to fear the mildew, common now 
in this State, aud for which sulphur is a 1 
good preventive; but the thing that we are 
in most danger of at present is downy 
grape mildew (Feronospora vitícola), a "viti­ 
cultura! disease-’ which is common in 
Europe, and is even well established in 
this State. 
It differs essentially from our 
California mildew, and cannot be erad­ 
icated by the use of sulphur alone. 
Presi­ 
dent Estee then read the following recipe, 
recommended by 
Norm an J . 
Colman, 
Commissioner of Agriculture, as an ex­ 
cellent remedy for this m ildew ; 225 lbs 
of air-slacked lime, 45 lt»s of sulphate 
of copper, 20 tbs of sulphur (powdered), 
:t0 
lbs 
of 
ashes 
(unleached) 
15 
gallons water. These ingredients are com ­ 
pounded as tollows : Dissolve the sulphate 
of copper in the water, and. when thor­ 
oughly dissolved, pour the solution upon 
the lime, which is surrounded by the ashes 
to keep the liquor Irom spreading. 
After 
twentv-fonrs add the sulphur, thoroughly 
ntix the compound, ashes and all, sift 
through a sieve with meshes one-eighth of 
an inch. 
Its application is made simply 
bv dusting it upon the foliage of the vines 
after a heavy dew or rain with any spray­ 
ing or dusting device. 
Mr. Estee stated 
that this mildew attacked European vines 
generally about the 1st of July and vines 
in this country about the m iddle of June.— 
N apa Reporter. 


MARKETING FRUIT. 
Peaches are now being shipped from 
Newcastle. 
A box of ripe, well colored 
peaches was received by the Co-ops on 
Monday, and was shipped to Denver. The 
fruit was from th e orchard ot I. K. Marston, 
an d is thought to be ahead o f the Sacra 
m ento river district. 
A second box of 
peaches from the sam e place contained 
fruit too ripe to ship. 
T he quality was ex­ 
cellent for the first. The Newcastle F ruit­ 
Growers’ Association received 
the first 
peaches of the season on Sunday from the 
Orchard of J . E French, and they were 
shipped to Chicago on Monday. A sam ple 
of ripe aprieets was received from the sam e 
orchard. 
Pringle apricots are all gone. 
Last Friday the Association received from 


Mr. Silva’s orchard the first large apricots 
of the season. T hey are a new free-stone 
variety, resem bling the Royal. 
Straw ­ 
berries will soon be gone, but plenty of 
raspberries are coming 111. Royal A nn and 
Black Republican cherries are in m arket, 
and there will soon be plenty of peaches, 
apples, (tears, plunts aud apricots.— Auburn 
Republican. 


RENOVATING RANCID BUTTER. 
The New York Sun is responsible for the 
statem ent that up in New H am pton, Orange 
county, N. Y., a newly established firm is 
doing an extensive and thriving business 
in taking butter of all degrees of rancidity 
and im parity, and subjecting it to a pat­ 
ented process invented and owned by the 
firm, by which it is made over and after­ 
wards (’)laced on the m arket as new, sweet 
lmtter. 
It says: “ The ranciil stock is pur­ 
chased in New York city and in W estern 
markets, and costs the concern an average 
of ten centa a pound. 
At the renovating 
works it is placed in large vats and sur­ 
rounded by boiling water. 
W hen the b ut­ 
ter is heated to the right degree all the im ­ 
purities rise to th e surface of the melted 
compound. They are skim m ed off, aud the 
rem aining liquid butter is run from the 
vats to a big circular churn. There m ilk 
and cream is added, and the ingredients are 
churned until the whole are thoroughly 
mixed, and the new m ilk and t reant have 
been formed into butter. The fresh butter 
is a small proportion of the whole, but it 
seems to be sufficient to leaven the lump, 
so that when it is treated with butter color­ 
ing and salt, it is turned out as an appar 
entlv prim e product of Orange county. 
The’dairy inspectors did not seem to regard 
this m anufacturing of new style butter as 
objectionable." 


ATTEMPTING TOO MUCH. 
The following from the American Agri­ 
culturist, is worthy of careful consideration : 
" I t is an alm ost universal failing of both 
the experienced and the inexperienced cul­ 
tivator, to attem pt m ore than can be readily 
accomplished with the ntcans at command, 
and as regularly as the seasons come 
around m ore work ts laid out in the spring 
than can he completed during the sum m er. 
A larger num ber of plants are raised or 
purchased than can be properly set out and 
cared fbr; more walks are laid out than 
will he kept clean and free from weeds 
during the summer; in fact, it is so easy and 
agreeable to plan and to plant in the spring 
that few persons can forego the pleasure, 
even if the account is to be more than over­ 
balanced later in the season by chagrin at 
seeing poorly laid schemes for future en­ 
joym ent all come to naught. The better 
plan is to strive to secure a neat little gar­ 
den or a few beds of flowers, which can be 
readily managed, than to attem pt so much 
that the labor involved becomes a burden 
instead of a pleasure. 
A few plants in per­ 
fection look better, and should yield the 
ow ner more pleasure than m any, with 
none perfect or well grown. 
One common 
error, in grounds of lim ited extent, is the 
introduction of larger plants than are 
adapted to the situation and surroundings, 
and the result is overgrowing and crowd­ 
in g ” 
. 
• 
FENCE POSTS THAT W ILL LAST. 
1 discovered m any years ago, says a 
writer, that wood could be made to last 
longer tbun iron in the ground, but thought 
the process so sim ple that it was not well 
to m ake a stir about it. 
I would as soon 
have poplar, basswood or ash as any other 
kind of tim ber for fence posts. I have taken 
out basswood posts, after having been set 
out seven years, th at were as sound when 
taken out as w hen put in the ground. 
Tim e and weather seemed to have 110 effect 
011 them . The posts can be prepared for 
less than two cents apiece. 
This is the 
recipe : 
Take boiled liuseed oil and stir in 
pulverized coal to the consistency of paint. 
P ut a coat of this over th e tim ber, and 
there is not a m an that will live to see ii 
rot. 
PIU T E FA RM IN G . 
T he Lovelock correspondent of theW in- 
nemucca Sihc* State says: 
Chief Naches 
is happy over the crop prospect in his 
forty-acre tract of w heat, barley anti vege­ 
tables. Cattle have been intruding 011 his 
ranch, and it requires the services of two 
or more Pintes dav and night to keep them 
off. 
Princess 
Sarah, through Eastern 
friends, has secured means to purchase 
m aterial for a mile of fence, which Naches 
is now engaged in building, and which, 
wheu completed, will turn stock tor the 
tim e being. The Princess is a rustler, and 
manages the farm in a very creditable 
m anner. 
H er school attracts attention, 
and the m any white lady visitors to that 
institution of learning speak very highly 
of the m anner in which it is conducted. 


OKSKKAL NOTES. 
J. S. Tibbets, of Santa R ita.sends the fol­ 
lowing to the Rural Rrcss: “ II fruit-grow­ 
ers would practice 
w hitew ashing their 
trees with lime, there would be less com­ 
plaint of sun scalding, as well as injury’ 
Irom bark parasites. 
It is well known that 
white colors radiate heat, while dark ones 
absorb it. 
I have never seen any injury 
from sun scalding or otherwise 011 trees 
that had received a good coaling of white­ 
wash. On the contrary, trees thus treated 
alw ays present a clean, healthy- appear­ 
ance* the bark of the trunks anil large limbs 
presenting a sm ooth, green, shining as­ 
pect.” 
An im portant experim ent has ju st been 
successfully m ade in transporting fresh 
fruit over the long route from South Aus­ 
tralia to England. T he fruit 
various kinds 
of apples, pears and grapes—was packed in 
sawdust and placed in a cold cham ber kept 
at a uniform tem perature of 10°. 
It ar­ 
rived in London in excellent condition. If 
these fruits can be successfully transported 
front A ustralia to England, then certainly 
there will be 110 question about furnishing 
California fruits, not only at the remotest 
parts of the Eastern States, but also if need 
be in Europe. 
Good horses are one of the signs of a 
prosperous section, and there is a notice­ 
able im provem ent

Republican. 
T alk about orange production! \ \ \ .1. 
Card, who lives a few m iles north of town, 
brought a specimen to this office this m orn­ 
ing which caps the clim ax. 
On the 1st of 
April he planted an orange seed in a small 
tin can. 
Since then it has grown an inch 
and a half high, has six leaves, and at the 
top has a full-blown orange blossom, and 
will soon have an orange. 
All this in two 
m onths. Can Los Angeles, Riverside or 
any country beat this ? This is no orange 
yarn, but a positive fact.— OroviUc Mercury. 
For the highest success sm all fruits need 
a very rich soil, full of "hum us” or veg­ 
etable matter, with abundant m oisture and 
no wectls. 
T he m oisture comes front a 
rich soil that holds it somewhat easily, and 
then is aided by frequent culture, m ulch­ 
ing and irrigation. 
Beginners should start 
with a small plant, and particularly so 
when short of capital. 
Many persons think that corn is the best 
food for poultry. 
It is if you do not wish 
eggs. For eggs feed soft food, bran and 
meal, with a little salt in the m orning and 
a little cayenne pepper adtled every other 
m orning : coin, wheat or oats in the even­ 
ing. 
A sole diet of corn produces too much 
fat. 
Good tillage is the strongest weapon with 
which the farm er can tight hard tim es and 
gain success. 
Imperfect culture on the 
other hand, will scarcely enable him to 
gain a living from the richest soil, and the 
soil will deteriorate rapidly in quality 
from such treatm ent bcsiuc. 
The chinch bugs that m ade such bad 
work in places last year, ami were expected 
in greater num bers this season, have not 
vet appeared, and we begin to hope they 
were washed down stream .

THE PRINCESS OF WALES. 
W hen it was considered proper to m arry 
off the l ’rince of W ales, a rapid resum e of 
the possible Protestant Princesses whom 
lie could m arry narrow ed the chance 
down to three, of whom Alexandra ot Den­ 
m ark pleased him best. 
On March 7, 
1863, the Princess landed at Gravesend 
with her parents, then Prince and Princess 
Christian of D enm ark (for the K ing was 
still alive, ami paid for the trousseau of the 
youthful Alexandra, her father being too 
poor). She was met there by the Prince 
of W ales and the D uke of Cambridge. 
A 
magnificent pageant preceded and accom­ 
panied her through the city of London, by 
the Mansion House, Cheupside, St. Paul’s, 
Ludgate H ill, Fleet street and the Strand. 
In Hyde Park seventeen thousand London 
volunteers stood under arm s to guard her 
progress. She was received at W indsor 
Castle by the recently-widowed Queen, and 
oil the subseuuent Tuesday, March 10th, 
she was m arried to her illustrious bride­ 
groom in St. George’s Chapel. W indsor. 
She was surrounded by her family : 
her 
father and m other, her sister Thvru, and 
her little brother W aldem ar. 
H er eight 
bridesmaids were chosen from the noblest 
m aidens of Great Britain. The religious 
service was performed by the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, the Bishop of London, and 
the Dean of W indsor. 
The Crown Prince 
of Prussia, the Duke of Saxc-Coburg and 
Gotha, ami other royalties assisted at the 
ceremonial. 
T he scene at St. George's 
Chapel was noble and grand, especially as 
the Knights of the Garter in their splendid 
robes were there in full force. The royal 
girl from D enm ark was "th en and there 
enthroned as Queen of H earts. 
Tennyson 
greeted her as " T h e se a king's daughter, 
from over the sea." 
Her ancestors were 
called vikings ami all thenorthem m ythol­ 
ogy was invoked to trad parallels for her 
blushing charm , for Iter grace and dig­ 
nity, ami for an attraction which she has 
never lost- thorough unconsciousness of 
self. The house of Oldenburg became a 
central pivot of European politics, and 
Christian 
of D enm ark was universally 
sought for as a " father-in-law.” 
An English paper savs of this queenly- 
reared royal girl of D enm ark : " The Eng­ 
lish people know little more of her than 
the unconscious goodness ami sweetness of 
her disposition, her unostentatious virtues 
u s a wife, a daughter, a sister, a m other, 
and the w om anly charm of her presence 
felt as a blessing wherever she goes, wor­ 
shiped as true 
womanhood 
should be 
with the silent hom age of the heart. 
Of 
her personal sentim ents, of atty special ac­ 
com plishm ents of learning or taste, no 
public testim ony has been given or re­ 
quired. The Princess of W ales isa true 
lady, and we all believe her to be good : 
that is enough for us all. 
The royal family 
of D enm ark is German ; the English hail 
the D anesas their national kindred. The 
Scandinavian racéis w orthy of the highest 
esteem. She cante to England in good 
tim e to disperse the cloud of sorrow that 
hud hung over the Court and Kingdom 
during the sa 1 retirem ent of the widowed 
(jileen into private fife since the death of 
the Prince Consort." 
From that tim e to this she has indeed 
been one of the m ost universally beloved 
ami adm ired Princesses in the world, anil 
has by her adm irable prudence insured for 
the Prince of W ales a place in the estim a­ 
tion of all England, which with a different 
wife he m ight have lost. Atter twenty-two 
years of m arried lite she is still the toast of 
Ixjndon society. She has preserved a re­ 
m arkably youthful appearance, is in the 
highest degree lady-like and gracious. 
No 
one ever speaks ill of her. 
In m anner she 
is still as sweet ami as sim ple as she was 
when she arrived in England, although she 
holds perhaps the most enviable place in 
all the world, as the powerful and gracious 
wife of the future sovereign, as a beautiful 
woman, as the person to whom all hats are 
taken off, as the most admired, courted 
and noble lady in the land. 
For she is. 
after the Queen, the m ost potent person in 
England. 
Site and her sister, the Empress of Rus­ 
sia. often meet at Copenhagen, anti both 
shake hands with the old coachman who 
• hove their carriage when they were girls. 
This always excites enthusiasm in Copen­ 
hagen. 
In their benefactions they do not 
forget the plain private school in which 
they first learned their "A . B. abs,” and the 
m ultiplication table. 
They are very dear 
and kind sisters to each other, and truly 
benevolent. 
The Empress of Russia usetl 
to be spoken of as the most generous,until 
it was ascertained that the Princess of 
Wales had not so profuse a private purse 
as her im perial sister. 
The Empress is of 
coarse the possessor ot the purse of Fortu- 
natus. She has but to dip her hand in and 
the gold comes. 
W hen she heard that this 
criticism was being made, she delicately 
said "that hereafter the Princess of Wales 
would decide on all questions of benevo­ 
lence, aud that she itbe Empress) would 
give only w hat her sister thought best.” 
It is said that Queen Victoria found 
her roval girl of D enm ark at lirst wanting 
ill those hereditary ideas of grandeur which 
should m ark 
"royal blood.” 
S ie re­ 
minded her more than once th at she must 
not help herself: m ust not put an apron on 
" to save her gown '—that she thought 
"A lbert Edward would be able to buy her 
a new one when tliat one was worn out.” 
So the Queen told her to read Andersen's 
fairy story of the “real princess who felt the 
pea through seven leather beds.’ 
A ictoria. 
born and bred a haughty Queen, was confi­ 
dent that she should have detected the pea. 
She told her thestorv of the Empress Kuge- 
uie, who, not having been born a Queen, ef- 
11 used and froze at the wrong m om ents—too 
dignified one m inute, too free another. She 
thought her daughter-in-law confessed to a 
(debeian education when she essayed to 
o(>en the piano for herself, as she was 
about to play at a private drawing-room at 
Buckingham Palace. 
No princess since the 
days of Berengaria bad ever opened her 
own piano, ami evidently she had no piano 
to open. 
, 
The Princess is said to have on this occa­ 
sion vindicated 
her title to being the 
daughter of a V iking ; and, sitting down 
to the instrum ent, she played so brilliantly 
that the Queen herself applauded. 
“ Ask m am m a if I play too well for a 
Princess.” she whispered to the Prince. 
But the Queen could not but see that this 
daughter-in-law, so plainly and so unpre­ 
tendingly brought lip, was a real Queen at 
heart. 
For ten years she went on, gaining every 
day in public favor, the best wife to a very 
gay young Prince, the happy m other of 
many children—and then the fabric of her 
love and greatness seemed to totter to its 
base. The Prince, her hnsbamMover, as 
dear to her as at first, fell ill of a fever at 
Sandringham , and lay trem bling between 
life and death for weeks. 
There was 
sym pathy 
for 
the 
Queen, sym pathy 
for the Princess, sym pathy for England, 
expressed all over the world. There was 
such danger for England—should he die— 
in a long regency: both England aud 
France had felt that before. 
The hideous 
specter of Communism rose on the hori­ 
zon. 
There had been angry meetings at 
Hvde Park. The recent explosions in Paris 
of’the mobocracy frightened well-behaving 
as well as ill-behaving Englishm en. 
The young wife watched by her hus­ 
band's beside, a perfect angel of tenderness 
and love. 
Every one rejoiced when the 
tide turned in his’ fav. r. and prayers went 
up front Bombay to San Francisco th at 
Albert Edward m ight be spared. 
And the 
Danish Princess—w hat did she do? W hen 
the fever left him and the physician said 
"H o p e'" she took one of her little girls by 
the hand and walked through the fields to 
the parish church near Sandringham and 
there, attended only by one lady, she knelt 
and w ith grateful tears gave thanks that 
her husband was spared to her. as any 
youne wife would have done. No proces­ 
sion of lackeys, no outriders, no carriages, 
no grand going in state to thank the King 
of Kings that he had spared England s 
King. No 1 
The clergy man of the parish 
did not know th at she was in church un*1* 
he looked up from the reading desk, and 
saw her "devoutly kneeling.”—J(■ £-'• ’’ •

m iles n o rth w est o f R edding on the R ed­ 
d ing an d S h asta ro a d ; a t M r. D u n n ’s and 
o th er places in th e tow n of Shas*a. 
M any 
trees have been p lanted in all p arts o f the 
co u n ty d u rin g th e past six years, som e of 
w h ich are bearing now . 
A ll have done 
w ell, an d m ak e it doubly su re th at oranges 
w ill succeed here. 
T h e soil here is pecu­ 
liarly adapted to th e successful culture, the 
rain fall dispenses w ith th e necessity of 
irrig atio n , an d th e survival and grow th of 
th e trees referred to settles the question of 
w in ter k illin g . 
A box o f oranges was sent

A lm ost th e en tire area sow n to grain in 
th is connty is sow n for h ay and n o t for 
th rash in g or m illin g purposes, as th at pays 
best. 
Good hay brings very readily on the 
field w hen bailed from $15 to $20 per toil. 
G enerally w heat an d oats are sow n together 
for th is crop, a n d th e yield w ill vary from 
one to tw o an d a h alf to n s an acre. 
W hen 
th rash ed th e yield o f w heat, oats an d bar­ 
ley w ill average 20, 50 and 35 bushels per 
acre respectively. 
Corn is grow n to som e 
e x ten t in certain localities, and is fully up 
in q u ality to th a t grow n east o f th e m o u n ­ 
tain s. 
O u r m u n tain co u n try is excellent 
for corn. 
T h e n atu ral grasses an d w ild 
oats have by m an y years o f overstocking 
w ith cattle, sheep an d hogs, been eaten out 
and destreyod alm ost entirely, so th a t no 
calculation m ust be m ade on n atu ral grasses 
for feed or hay.

PELLETS. 


Cooked celery is said to be a specific for 
rheum atism . 
Cut the celery into fine 
pieces and boil it until soft. The patient 
should drink the water in which it is 
cooked. Serve the celery hot upon toast. 
A plant which is said to be a specific 
against cholera and typhus fever has been 
discovered in Turkestan by Fodtsehenko, 
the Russian traveler. 
It is the Ferula rum- 
fad, and is used by the natives as a remedy 
for nearly all maladies. 
Deafness appears to be exceptionally pre­ 
valent in Kennebec county, Maine, and in 
M artha's Vineyard. 
A recent scientific in­ 
vestigation of the m atter shows that in both 
districts there is abundant evidence of he- 
reditv, and especially of atavism. 
In the 
families affected there were also found 
blindness, insanity, idiocy and deformity, 
and in some cases a long history of con- 
sanguineal marriages. 
In M arlha’s Vine­ 
yard the distribution of deafness coincides 
with that of certain soils, and its eastern 
boundary is also the typhoid line. 
How a room is warmed and the differ­ 
ence between a lire in an open grate and in 
a dose stove is thus described in “ H ealthy 
D w e l l i n g s A n open fire 
helps very 
fready to ventilate a room, because the 
rat draws cold, fresh air from every open­ 
ing to feed the fire, and the opening chim­ 
ney allows the bad air to escape; the heat 
also which comes out of an open grate is of 
a healthier kind than the heat that has 
mossed through the walls of a closed stove. 
The rays of heat from an open tire spread 
directly through the room and warm every 
object they touch—walls, ceilings, furni­ 
ture, people, etc.; but. strange to say, they 
do not in the least warm the air as they 
pass throngh it. 
The air is cradtially 
warmed by the heat that is given out front 
every object that has been warmed. 
As 
the fire in a stove is shut up, the rays of 
heat cannot get out without first passing 
through the walls of the stove, and by pass­ 
ing through an object the heat is changed, 
so that it has only the power of warming 
the air, which in a room soon becomes dry 
and close. 
The sun is an open fire, and its 
rays, like those of an open fire, spread out 
and warm every solid object, but not the 
air. 
For this reason the air is always in­ 
tensely cold at the top of a high mountain 
covered with perpetual snow, on which 
there are no solid objects to be .warmed by 
the sun’s ravs.

We come now to the last am ong the list of 
spriugs, which takes on also the character 
of a natural curiosity, anil is one of the 
chief attractions of the State to the " sight ” 
seeker. 
THE GEYSERS. 
This natural curiosity is situated in So­ 
nom a county, 100 miles from San Francisco 
and about the sam e distance from Sacra­ 
mento. 
Reached by rail to Cloverdale, 
thence bv s.age, on the one hand, from San 
Francisco, or, better still, by rail from San 
Francisco or Sacram ento 
to Calistoga, 
through the lovely and highly cultivated 
Napa valley to Calistoga, thence by stage 
over the m ost rom antic of m ountain roads 
to the Geysers, 25 miles distant. 
The Gey­ 
sers are on Little Pluton river, emptying 
into Russian river, 1,700 feet above the sea 
level, and were discovered in 1847. They 
are located in a deep canyon, from which 
arise clouds o f hot vapor, especially dense 
in the early m orning, and from which is 
heard constantly the roar of the seething 
waters. 
As you enter the canyon from the 
hotel path you come first, as you pick your 
way am idst h o t stones, sulphur deposits, 
salts of various kinds ejected from the po­ 
rous earth, steam vents of the troubled 
depths in the bowels of the m ountain, to 
the Iron Spring, cold, astringent, tonic, and 
curative in m any respects. N ext to the 
Eyew ater Spring,’ w ith its peculiarly col­ 
ored liquid, then crossing Geyser creek you 
clim b up tlie seething gorge to Proserpine's 
Grotto, the Devil’s Arm Chair, 
THE DEVIL’S KITCHEN, 
T he Devil's Inkstand, from which you 
m ay dip the napthic liquid with which to 
write your nam e. 
Then come the H ot 
Alum Spring, I'luto’s Punch Bowl, Cold 
Alum Spring, Geyser Smokestack, W itches’ 
Caldron, Devil’s Canopy, Devil's Pulpit, 
Steam boat Spring, regularly putting like a 
high-pressure engine, Tem perance Spring, 
Lovers’ Retreat, Lava Beds, Devil’s Tea 
Kettle, Indian Sweat Baths, Lemonade 
Spring, Devil's Oven, and other strange 
form ations and stranger waters. 
In this 
canyon it is common to find hot and cold 
springs, side by side, and hot and cold 
waters m ingling w ithin a few inches of 
their sources. The ground is all more or 
less heated, as if the spot were underlaid 
w ith volcanic furnaces. 
In m any places, if 
you push down your w alking stick into the 
soft earth, soon there will issue from the 
hole a jet of steam, ami m ineral salts will 
begin to gather about the aperture, espe­ 
cially sulphur. 
Beneath tlic feet there isa 
constant 
groaning, grum bling, 
roaring 
and seething as of boiling masses of 
liquid sorely troubled and seeking for 
an 
escape. 
There are bath-houses, a 
bathing pool, and fishing stream s and 
pools. The natural hot sulphur water and 
steain baths are milch eujoveil by visitors, 
and th e way they clean ofl old cuticle and 
bring out the new m an is a wonder to be­ 
hold. 
There is next to the w ater bath a 
sweat room, into which steam is injected, 
being conveyed direct from Nature’s own 
sulphurous boilerc in the bosom of the 
canyon. 
T he sw im m ing pool is deep 
enough for adults, shallow enough 
for 
children, and alw ays safe. 
The hotel 
accomm odations are good, cam ping facil­ 
ities plentiful an d cheap, th e drive in and 
out to the Geysers delightful and just 
dangerous enough to he row autic, and yet 
to include no special risk ; the clim ate is 
charm ing, the scenery superb. 
There is a 
postoffice at the hotel’ and telephonic com­ 
m unication v itli Calistoga. The best tim e 
to visit the Geysers is in abe spring, as the 
waters being them higher in the ground 
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and the stream s fuller, the activity of the 
nionsteredn the canyon is goeater.

I)., Instructor of 
Biology at the Weslovar. U niversity. 
It is 
a large octavo-from the press of G. P. P u t­ 
nam 's Cons, New Y ork and London, and 
for sale by A. L. Bancroft & Co., San Fran­ 
cisco. 
It is tim ely to present a sum m ary 
of the literature of this subject, since it has 
grown, quite beyond ih e capacity of «ven 
diligent readers. 
Not th at one should read 
al! th at has been w ritten on the philoso­ 
phy but he m ust give some exam ination 
to all. lest there escape him* when least ex­ 
pected some thought expression th at is es­ 
sential to complete inform ation of the liter­ 
ati re of the subject. The truth is confessed 
th at more misconception of the evolution­ 
ary theories exists than of correct com­ 
prehension. 
Probably 
a 
knowledge of 
this fact led Professor Conn to prepare 
the volum e under notice. 
It is a sum m ing 
up, a m arshaling of the proofs, an array­ 
ing of the undisputed proposi'ions and a 
segregation of th e questions still at issue. 
A nd the work lias been well done. 
P ro­ 
fessor Conn 
has done good service in 
bringing the subject down from the tech­ 
nical shelf. 
H e has endeavored to popu­ 
larize 
the 
reading 
of his volum e by 
m ethods of sim plification, thus inviting 
for his volume a broader clientage of gen­ 
eral readers 
than Darwin 
or Gray or 
Spencer are likely to receive. Professor 
Conn prefers to treat the subject w ithin the 
lines originally projected by Darwin. 
He 
presents in lucid text, and with very con­ 
cise m ethod of statem ent, the foundation 
of the evolutional theory and the super­ 
structure th at it has built for itself. Since 
the ponderosity of D arw in’s w orks consti­ 
tute a barrier only the few can pass, the 
comprehensive work ol Professor Conn 
will meet w ith popular favor, for it sum ­ 
marizes the various lines of argum ents ad­ 
vanced and discussed upon all sides. 
“ Life and Letters of Joel Barlow. LL. 
D., poet, statesm an, philosopher, with ex- 
iraets from his works and hitherto unpub­ 
lished poems, by Charles B urr Todd.” 
Barlow’s nam e is little know n to the new 
generation of readers, yet lie was one of 
the great men of the post-revolutionary 
age. 
It was he who first g ate American 
verse a place in literature, and his prose, as 
Mr. Todd phrases it, “ contributed largely 
to the trium ph of republicanism in 1800.

would have carried out unquestionably his 
grand idea of a N ational I niversitv. 
His 
biography has never been attem pted until 
now. when the literary rem ains of Barlow 
fell into Mr. Todd's hands. The only refer­ 
ence before this m ade to Barlow in A m er­ 
ican unw ritten history occurs in an assault 
upon him in McMaster s “ H istory ol the 
People of tlie United States.' Yol. II.. page 
3U9. 
From this Todd defends him , and al­ 
leges that the attack is but the survival of 
the vindictive campaign literature of 170!.*—

This book, 
as also each of the series, while somewhat 
simplified to popularize the scheme with 
young readers 
is 
yet 
for adult gen­ 
eral readers, and particularly those not 
able for w ant of tim e to pursue thorough 
historical reading. 
It has been said that 
there is error in the plan, because certain 
historical facts cannot be made “ easy” of 
comprehension in any form of statem ent. 
This we take it is captious. 
It is true that 
any historical event m ay engage the m a­ 
ture m ind, but there is none that may not 
be appetizing to the im m ature m ind also, 
and thus educate it up to a taste for ex­ 
haustive research. 
In his octavo volume entitled “ Elements 
of Right and of the Law,” George H . Sm ith 
of San Francisco has given us a thoughtful 
essay on the evolution of the law, the 
growth and guards of hum an rights, their 
classification, the functions of government, 
the adm inistration of justice, rights of the 
State, public and private rights,ownership, 
etc. 
The subject embraces also a historical 
review of the developm ent of the English 
law, the ju ral theory, an explication of tlie 
legal theory, a dissertation of the supposed 
distinction between legal and moral right, 
the power of the sovereign, the theory of 
utility, etc. 
W hile it is a philosophical 
treatise, it is also a law book that is of 
prim e value in directing the m ind of the 
student and the practitioner out of the 
channels and grooves of m ere statutes and 
forms to contem plation of the reasons 
and purposes of laws and forms of govern­ 
m ent. 
It possesses the high virtues of 
brevity, clearness and logical treatm ent.

France have drawn im m easurable inspira­ 
tion for some of the richest works that 
have gTaced the salon. The American 
News Company.

From Baker it Taylor, New York, we 
have an odd work. 
It is “ The History of 
the U nited States,” in chronological order 
from 14K2 to 18,85. 
It is tlie product of the 
labor of Emery EL Childs. 
If it purported 
to be a treatise it would be unw orthy any 
mention, but as it is nothing more than a 
compilation of all the salient facts in 
chronological order of happening that have 
m arked the growth of the American re­ 
public, it possesses iuerit. U nder the date 
of each year are set down the sim ple state­ 
m ent o f all im portant events oi each suc­ 
ceeding tweivemouth since the discovery of 
America. 
The detail descends to confla­ 
grations, accidents, floods, epidemics, ete., 
and enters thoroughly into the date sta­ 
tistics of all our treaties, governmental 
progress, change and event, inventions, 
controversies, etc. Such a ready reference 
book is verv convenient for anv table.

T h e S to ry o f A d a m ’s F a l l a n d L o ss 
o f E d e n S t r i k i n g l y G iv e n in 
C r u d e D r a m a . 


A correspondent of an Eastern publica­ 
tion gives an interesting description of the 
celebration of “ The Feast of San Jose," 
by Mexicans and 
Indians, near A lbu­ 
querque, N. M.,which annually takes place 
in th at Territory. The account is as follows : 
One afternoon in January, at a M exican 
village about one m ile north of the old 
tow n of A lbuquerque, N. M.. occurred the 
feast of San Jose. 
The feast 
should 
properly have been celebrated in the m onth 
of March ; but, owing to the fact tiiat at 
th at season a large m ajority of the male 
portion of the native population will be 
engaged in the arduous task of repairing 
the acequias, and putting them in shape to 
irrigare their spring crops, it was deter­ 
m ined that it would be to the advantage ot 
ail concerned tu engage in this popular 
feast before the necessity of toiling thus 
should demand their tim é and attention. 
Going north on the old Bernalillo road, 
at the point above specified, a narrow road 
turns directly west. The first house on the 
right of this road contains a characteristic 
Mexican grocery and saloon—principally 
saloon. 
In front of this building was 
gathered a great crowd of men, som e of 
whom had already begun to imbibe quite 
freely. 
Arranged along the adobe wall, 
near the saloon, were three devices for 
gambling. 
They 
resembled 
somewhat 
large wash-tubs, with the bottom of each 
inclining to an opening in the center. 
They were painted in gay colors and were 
being patronized liberally by M exicans and 
Indians. 
A little further west, and still on 
the right-iiun 1 side of the road, was an 
adobe church into which tlie priest entered 
—for what reason 1 could not say, unless, 
perhaps, he surm ised that out of so vast a 
crowd he might be able to secure a congre­ 
gation. 
Opposite the church were some 
low adobe dwelling-houses. 
A lthough the road was in a frightful 
condition, being one vast tund-hole from 
beginning to end, the crowd—consisting of 
Mexicans, men, women and children. In ­ 
dians with their tamilies, together with a 
few curiosity-seeking Americans, who had 
ventured through all this m ud and slush 
tor the purpose of witnessing the interest­ 
ing spectacle to bo presented—continued 
to surge w est and around to the rear of said 
dwelling-houses. 
Every style and descrip­ 
tion of vehicles known to the hum an race 
see rued to be represented. 
People rode on 
horseback, in old-fashioned ambulances, 
in ox-carts, in lum ber wagons drawn by­ 
mules, etc. 
In the rear of one dwelling-house, and 
up against the wall thereof, was erected a 
rudge stage, m ade of Jogs and covered with 
earth. 
In trout of it were cedar trees, w ith 
bows of red tape in the branches ; and at 
tlie back'of tlic stage, partitioned off w ith 
canvas, was a dressing-room, where the 
actors arrayed themselves for the perform ­ 
ance, and the musicians were seated. The 
entertainm ent was w hat the M exicans call 
“ Una Comedia,” a comedy, aud represent­ 
e 1 our first parents in tlie'G arden of Eden, 
iheir tem ptation and fall. 
Soon after our appearance m usicians lle­ 
gan to discourse sweet (?) music upon the 
accordion, m outh-horns, etc.; and by the 
tim e tlie curtain was ready to rise, li vast 
assembly had congregated in tlie open 
space in front of m e stage. There m ust 
have been fully 5Qu vehicles crowded to­ 
gether, and at least 2 fiOO persons, of all 
ages, sizes, colors and conditions—from the 
scream ing infant up to the gray-haired 
gruudams. 
1 noticed one aged woman, 
with a baby in her arms, who, while the 
orchestra was in full blast, between tlie 
acts, was dancing around as nim bly as a 
young damsel of 16. 
Beside those oil the 
ground, a large num ber were enjoying the 
scene from the adjoining house-top. 
The characters represented were God, 
Adam and Eve. the Devil, Appetite, Sin, 
the Angel, and M ercy.’ 
W hiie Eve garcii longingly at one of the 
irees, Appetite urged her to take tlic apple, 
taste it, smell it and feel of it, w hile the 
Devil assured her lhat it would be all right 
for her to do so. 
She took, ate, handed it 
to Adam, and imm ediately Sin entered 
upon the stage. 
■ 
_ 
Perhaps a description of Eve would not 
he amiss here. She was attired in w hite, 
and wore a sm all white apron. 
Upon her 
head was a wreath of artificial Mowers, 
composed principally of sm all sunflowers, 
hut with an abundant sprinkling of make- 
believe blossoms of every other im aginable 
hue. She also had on her head a long 
white veil, while her hair was decorated 
with various colored ribbons. Sue recited 
her parts of the program m e in Mexican, o 
course, and in a high, m onotonous voice. 
T he Devil’s licud was made of buffalo skin, 
with m outh wide open, and huge, hideous 
teeth projecting therefrom. The rest of liis 
body was also covered with buffalo skin. 
H e had tlie usual appendages—horns and 
a tail—and an uglier devil it would be diffi­ 
cult to imagine. Sin wore a black cap over 
his head, reaching down to liis n o se; over 
his m outh was spread an im m ense ox tail. 
Appetite had his face painted with red and 
white stripes. 
Alter Sin had entered the garden. God 
arose behind the curtain. 
He was dressed 
in white, and wore a crown of red and 
white. 
In his hand he carried a wand, re­ 
sem bling a barbel’s pole on a sm all scale. 
He called “ Adam I Adam ! ” about a dozen 
times, in a loud, stentorian voice; 
hut 
Adam failed to appear. Then God came 
forward into the garden, and. finding Adam 
and Eve, handed Adam a hoe, and drove 
them both out. 
An Angel, a boy about 12 years old, then 
appeared upon the stage. 
He was arrayed 
in a pink dress, with pink, fringed wings 
pinned on his baek. 
1 do not see how any 
one could ” want to be an angel, and w ith 
the angels stand” if he im agined them 
looking anything like this boy. 
His dress 
came about to bis knees ; protruding below 
it were white draw ers: and his own panta­ 
loons were stuck in his big top boots. 
H e 
appeared to be attem pting to reconcile God 
and m an. for shortly after he made his 
speech, which was done with m any and 
violent gestures, God, Adam and Eve, the 
Angel and Devil, together with Mercy, en­ 
tered and held a council. Mercy interceded 
with G 'hI for Man, and snatched the head 
from the Devil, aud everything seemed to 
be all right again. 
T his vms the end of the comedy, and the 
people 
mituenced to disperse to their 
homes, having apparently enjoyed most 
heartily '.lie performance. 
A great íuanv 
rem ain d to the horse races, etc., but we 
concluded to go home. 
As we passed the 
saloon we came upon a drunken fight. 
This was probably tlie order of proceedings 
for ti:- rest of tlie evening and night, and^l 
have serious doubts w hether the priest suc­ 
ceeded in getting a congregation together ; 
and, .-ven if he did. w hether they were in 
a con iition to appreciate the service.
